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■Sax F rancisco, July 8th.—The case of 
the United States Government vs. Towle 
tiros, e tal. was resumed in Cnited States 
District, Judge Hoffman's, Court, at 10 
t. m. to-day, before an examiner, M. F. 
Skehan on the witness stand. 
Witness 
asked permission to correct his testimony 
regarding John Davis Ravine. This ravine 
is in section 12, which is not at issue. 
General Carey asked witness if he be­ 
lieved from his knowledge and experience 
as a m iner that the ground in section 7 
was mineral, and could be worked profit­ 
ably as mineral ground. 
W itness—Yes, sir. W ith hydraulic pro­ 
cess I can make $100 per day on it. By

each day. The greater portion of the 
Shanghai m ine is in section 7. Prior to 
the issuance of the patent to the railroad 
company, the Swamp Angel Company, the 
Golden Bull Company and the Lowell Hill 
Company were in operation on section 7. 
Witness then, with great particularity, 
gave the names of miners who worked 
upon the disputed land in those early days. 
Prior to October, 1807, no one settled upon 
this land ; there were no cabins built upon 
it. Witness afterwards corrected this state­ 
m ent by saying there were some old China 
cabins erected prior to that date. China- 
met! had been working in Steep Hollow 
creek every year since 1859 until some two 
years ago. 
Genera! Carey—Is there any legal sub 
divisions of section 7 that is susceptible of 
cultivation ? 
W itness—No, sir; I don't think there is. 
The land is high. Can't raise anything 
without water. Ground is porous; don’t 
think you could raise anything upon it, 
and if you did, the squirrels would take it 
all. 
It is rolling, mountainous land ; very 
hard to travel over. 
It is principally 
gravelly so il; in some places it is loam and 
in others there is no soil, the bedrock com­ 
ing to the surface. 
General Carey in this examination asked 
some questions, which Mr. Sargent ob­ 
jected to.upon the ground that they were 
leading and addressed to a very willing 
witness. 
Witness said a gravel deposit was found 
in this section which extended through sec­ 
tion 8 into Liberty Hill. 
Generul Carey asked numerous questions 
about mines in adjoining sections, to all of 
which Senator Sargent objected, upon the 
ground tljat they did not refer to the laud 
in question, were irrelevant and imma 
terial. 
A num ber of questions were also 
asked regarding titles, to all of which ob­ 
jections were made, as they were regarded 
as not significant, as they did not relate to 
the character of the soil, the only issue in 
the case. 
• 
W itness testified to having paid taxes 
upon the property. He said from $25,000 
to $50,000 bad been taken out of this sec 
liou since its original location. Of that 
am ount $15,0C0 or $20,000 was taken out 
prior to 1854. 
Witness liad taken out half 
an ounce a day from the Galena mine. He 
exhibited eleven receipts for gold sold to 
W. it P. Nichols, hankers at Dutch Flat, 
from May 1.'!, 1874, to July 19,1878, aggre­ 
gating $1,222 75, which he said was taken 
from the Lowell Hill mine by liimselt. 
Senator Sargent objected to these receipts 
being received in evidence, as it was all 
subsequent to the issuance of the patent to 
the railroad company, and there was no 
evidence to show that any ]>ortion of it 
came out of section 7. 
Witness said he had taken out of Lowell 
H ill from $15.000 to $20,000 in dust. He 
did not have the receipts for sale of all the 
d u st: they were lost in a fire which burned 
his house and all its contents in Nevada 
< 'sty. 
He said he used to know Alien and 
George Towle some ten or twelve years 
ago. H e recognized the two brothers in 
Court. 
Have known them since 1865. 
H e w as acquainted with Dana Perkins, a 
railroad land surveyor, whom he had met 
once in Nevada City. 
I ■ ROSS- EXAMINATION. 
Senator Sargent—Is not Shanghai ravine 
not off of section 7? 
WitnSss—Yes, sir. 
Senator Sargent—Is not Shanghai tunnel 
ofTof section 7, also? 
Witness—Yes, sir. 
In answer to a vigorous cross-examina­ 
tion witness admitted that the Swamp An 
gel tunnel was not on section?. \\ here he 
cut the rac. in John Davis ravine was not 
on section 7. lie was pinned down closely 
as to the work he had done on section 7, 
the dates at which i; was done, the extent 
of the workings, etc. 
When asked why lie 
had ceased to work ground out of which he 
could make $100 per day, he said tie hud 
Other mines which he preferred to work ; 
finally said he did not have the hydraulic 
rigging necessary. 
When asked what he 
hiul done with his hydraulic paraphernalia, 
h< said he had sold it for $250. Witness 
was then forced to admit that for the lack 
of

had 
ieft 
lying 
for 
years 
a 
mine 
which he swears he could make $100 
a day profit out off. W hen asked if that 
was me usual practice with miners, to let 
lie dormant a mine that would pay $10u a 
day profit because it would incur an invest­ 
ment of $250 to put it in working order, he 
admitted that it was so in liis particular 
case. Then he was asked why he did not 
drift it, if he could make $0 per day to the 
man. 
He replied that, in order to drift, 
some little moucy would have to be used 
in running a tunnel. He was forced toad 
m it that he left the mine on section 7 to 
open a mine which he afterwards told for 
$¡25, and in re3litv for which he never re­ 
ceived a cent of money. In this cross­ 
examination, which was very gentlemanly 
on the part of Mr. Sargent, the witness be­ 
came very restless, and his answers were 
at times evasive and argumentative. He 
would answer a direct question only 
after being directed to do so bv General 
Carey and the Clerk of the Court, the lat­ 
ter finding it almost impossible to get wit­ 
ness' answers down with any degree of 
intelligibility. 
Senator Sargent then took up the gold 
receipts, and asked him if the dust was not 
taken from other districts, and not from 
Lowell H ill. This question excited witnes- 
considerably, for the receipts showed that 
the dust brought something over $17 per 
ounce, while Lowell H ill dust is worth, 
and always has been. $18. Witness then 
took back what he bad previously said 
about selling all his dust for $18 an ounce. 
He said be had never been interfered with 
by the Towle Bros, or anybody else. 
H e was asked what had becomeof all the 
miners he 
had 
mentioned as having 
worked there at certuin dates. 
He said 
Lillis was living, he believed. H e was of 
~:he opinion that ali the others were dead, 
•adding, “ old Californians are going off 
very fast.” 
Senator Sargent—W hat made those men 
.leave this very rich mineral section ? 
W itness—I don’t know, sir. I made more 
m oney than any man on Lowell Hill. 
Senator Sargent—Still you are so poor 
that jo u could not raise $250, which would 
have enabled you to m ate a clear profit of 
$100 per day ? 
W itr.es.—I made money fast, and spent 
it fast, too. 
If 1 had saved it I would have 
had a nice little stake. He said originally 
section 7 waa covered with a fine growth 
of timber—no finer in the Slate. That has 
been cut off. and in its place is a heavy 
growth of young pine. The soil, he said, 
was not fit for any kind of agricultural 
purposes. 
He said he had never raised any 
fruit. 
Noon recess. 
A fte r n o o n S essio n . 
On reassembling. Senator Sargent an­ 
nounced that he was through with the 
witness. 
R edirect: General Curey—You have not 
worked those mines, simply because you 
had not the ijjeflns to worif then: with 
profit? 


W itness—That is the reason, and the onlv 
reason. 
General Carey -W h a t do yon estimate the 
value of your works and improvements on 
Lowell H ill at ? 
W itness—Eight or ten thousand dollars. 
They could n.ot be made for less. Tunnels 
"•.d drifts cost $■'! a day to run, which was 
.¡uivalent to $1,600 per annum .

Recross-examination: 
Mr. 
Sargent — 
They are all on section 12, are thev not? 
W itness—Yea, s ir: excepting a few small 
cuts on section 7. 
The next witness called was Robert A. 
Telch. He resides at Lowell Hill, in Placer

county, and by occupation a miner. He 
had known section 7 since 1870 when he 
first moved to that section and went to 
work in the Wide West, about half a mile 
north of Lowell Hill. He knew the sec­ 
tion lines of section 7, but having never 
worked upon that section was unable to 
testify as to its mineral value. Mr. Barney 
and myself own a portion of section 7 
ground belonging to the Golden Bull or 
Morgan mine. 
General Carey—Is theie gold or other 
valuable minerals on section 7 other than 
coal or iron ? 
Senator Sargent—I object. This witness 
did not live there prior to the granting of 
the patent to the railroad company, and it 
is therefore irrelevant. 
Witness—There was never no gold taken 
out of section 7 by me or any one under 
me. 
1 never worked on that section. 
When we purchased the Golden Bull we 
were told that the mineral deposit extended 
into section 7. We liked the looks of the 
mine and made the purchase. 
General Carey—W hen yon first became 
acquainted with the proper boundaries of 
section 7 was it or was it not reported to be 
valuable in mineral ? 
Witness—There had been no tunnel run 
in it to test it. It was only supposed to be 
valuable. The creek contained gold. There 
are portions of the section in which 1 don’t 
think there is anything. 
Senator Sargent moved to strike it all 
out. as irrelevant hearsay evidence. 
W itness said he did not know the line of 
the Galena mine. H ad heard of such a 
mine. Never saw the Shanghai tunnel 
but once. In the latter part of 1870 and 
first of 1871 worked two months and a half 
for Skehan on the Lowell Hill minp, in 
section 12. W itness said : 1 have paid no 
attention to the Lowell Hill mine for many 
years, although I am employed enly a 
quarter of a mile distant. Could not say 
what his improvements are worth. 1 can­ 
not say what the lands in section 7 are the 
most valuable for. Some say agriculture, 
others mineral. You cannot establish a 
moneyed value until you find the deposit. 
If there is any gold there at all it is in the 
gravel. 
General Carey—You made an affidavit 
on the 12th of December, 18S5. Do you 
remember the notary coming to you ? Did 
you make this affidavit ? 
\S itness—The Notary came to me and 
a-ked me some questions about the Low.11 
Mining Company and if any gold was 
taken out of that mine when I worked 
there the two months and a h a lf] spoke 
oi a few moments ago. 
I don't recoilect 
his swearing me, nor do I recollect say 
ing it. 
General Carey—1 propose to read this 
affidavit. 
Witness—Yes, that's right; read it. 
Senator Sargent—Do vou wish to im ­ 
peach your own witness ? 
General Carey—I do, so far as this case is 
concerned. 
I desire to take this sting from 
myself. Witness desires this affidavit read, 
and I will comply with his request. 
Senator Sargent—I certainly object. I 
claim the right to cross-examine the wit­ 
ness first regarding the document. 
General Carey—In this affidavit you 
made a statement that section 7 was valu­ 
able for mineral. 
\\ itness—It would have been impossible 
tor me to make such au affidavit, for per­ 
sonally I know nothing about it. I re­ 
member his coming to me to take down 
something. I thought it was regarding the 
work I had done in the Lowell Hill mine 
in section 12. 
I did not understand that I 
was saying anything about section 7. 
General Carey—The reason I wish to 
have this explained is that this document 
wont on to W ashington and may have in- 
(lueneed those officials in their subsequent 
action. 
W itness said he did not recollect being 
sworn : was positive that section 7 was not 
referred to. He thought it referred to his 
work on section 12. The Notary wanted 
to know if there was gold there in paying 
quantities. 
Don’t remember signing that 
document. 
If I did sign it there Í3 a cross 
there. 
General Carey—The cross is here. 
Witness—If it says section 7, it is all 
wrong. 
I meant to refer and did refer to 
section 12. Witness gave a description of 
the soil of section 7, and a history of the 
Swamp Angel and Golden Bull mines. So 
far as there being mineral deposits in sec­ 
tion 7 is concerned I don’t know it. No 
man can tell anything about a mine until 
you stick a pick in it. 
It was stipulated by (he attorneys that 
questions asked this witness, or other wit 
nesses, relative to matters subsequent 
the issuance of the patent to the railr. 
company, is objected to as irrelevant, 
competent and immaterial. 
In speaking of section 7, witness >.uu 
some of the people up there say it is valu 
able for mineral, and others that it ain't, 
and I say I don't know. 
On cross-examination, witness gave a 
description of the workings of the Golden 
Bull and Swamp Angel mines. 
The next witness was J. Martin liarnev, 
a resident of Dutch Flat for the past live 
years, and a partner of the preceding wit­ 
ness^ He knew nothing of the mines prior 
to Is, 2, and his knowledge of section 7. so 
far as to its containing mineral, w as the 
same as that of the last witness. He was 
in the Golden Bull, which extends into 
section 7 on I he east; could not suv what 
was east of their present workings. It has 
not been explored, and that is the only way 
it can be ascertained. 
Owen Lillis said he lived in San Fran­ 
cisco : by occupation was a miner, but 
had not worked at it much for three or 
four years past. He lived on Steep Hollow 
C reek in 1852, and had been more or less 
acquainted with that section ever since 
He lived on Democratic Hill and Reming­ 
ton Hill also. He claimed to have mined 
on the south fork of Steep Hollow Creek, 
which he supposed was in section 7. He 
did not know any of the section lines. He 
was very anxious to say a great deal and 
argue the questions with the attorneys, so 
m uch so, that the Examiner had to re­ 
peatedly call him to order. His testimony 
was not regarded es being worth anything 
to either side. 
At 5 r. si. adjourned to 10 a . m. to-morrow. 


T h e < h iu e -c H y d r a u llck er s, 
The Marysville Democrat of yesterday 
says that the Yuba County Supervisors 
discussed quite fuilv ' a proposition made 
by C. T. Jones, of Sacramento, attorney for 
the eleven Chinamen now in jail for con­ 
tempt of Court in violating the injunctions 
of the Superior Court of Yuba county, bv 
hydraulic mining at H unt's Hill and Alpha 
in Nevada. Mr. Jones proposes to pav 
$1,500 on account for the release of the en­ 
tire batch of Chinese prisoners, and that 
the commitments 
be held 
over them 
in terrorcm for the balance. 
The total 
amount now remaining due ou the China­ 
m en’s fines, after 
deducting the time 
already served by them, m ust be about 
$3,700. The attorney states that the Chi­ 
nese are all poor men, and that the money 
is being raised by subscription bv their 
friends and relatives, and that it would be 
Wetter for the county to accept the $1.500 
and withhold the commitments as security 
that the Chinese do not violate any further 
injunctions than to feed them in the countv 
jail for 300 to .500 days each. The Board 
did not take any action in the matter, as 
they were sitting as a Board of Equal­ 
ization. 
District Attorney Eorbes sub­ 
mitted to the Board an ordinance to com­ 
pel the working of the county prisoners 
from and after August 1st on public high­ 
ways, buildings, grounds and levees of the 
county. 
It provides that the .Sheriff, 
through his deputies, shall have charge of 
the prisoners and control of the work, 
unde? the direction of the Board of Super­ 
visors.”

A KICKING SUBSTITUTE. 


W h o , H a v in g K e p t « r o v e r O u t o f th e 
A rm y , D un't L iU e tlie I’ofirhoust*. 
The Tribune's W ashington special of the 
5th says; The publication in the Tribune 
of July 3d ol a letter purporting to come 
from old George Brinski, who asserts that 
he was President Cleveland's substitute in 
the Union army, has caused much com­ 
ment in Washington, and many inquiries 
have beeu uiade about it and some doubts 
expressed as to the authority of the docu­ 
ment. 
Furnished with what purports to 
he a written statement, signed by Brinski 
himself in the presence of three witnesses, 
who declare that this statement was made 
by Brinski, the correspondent has excel­ 
lent reasous for believing it, and, as it is of 
a circumstantial nature, the truth or falsity 
may easily be ascertained. it reads as fol­ 
lows : 
•‘My name is George Brinski and I was 
horn in Poland in 1822. 
I have sailed 
since I was a boy, and at the time I became 
a substitute for Grover Cleveland I was on 
the propeller Acme. There was a demand 
for substitutes, and men were looking 
about for fellows to go to the front. 
Cap­ 
tain Reinhart, of Station 3, Buffalo, N. Y., 
» met me and asked me if I would go as a 
< substitute for Grover Cleveland, wao had 
! been drafted, and as I had the war fever a 
j little and also wanted money, I said I 
I would. 
He took me to the ofiieeof Grover 
' Cleveland, who promised me $150 after 1 
was sworn in, and said when I came home 
he would help me in every way he could. 
After being sworn in by ’Squire’ Rvan 1 re­ 
ceived the $150—all the money Grover 
Cleveland had, and afterwards rode to 
Fort Porter with Cleveland and Captain 
Reinhart. 
From Fort Porter I went to

This opinion, 
while dissented from hv others whose pat­ 
riotism would not admit the comparison, 
was virtually confirmed by those dissenti­ 
ents who agreed that the English paper- 
niakers ought to improve their printing 
surfaces. It is a noteworthy fact that or­ 
ders have been sent from Great Britain to 
this country to meet the exigencies which 
seem to exist thereon this account.—.1 mer-

At the risk of repeating 
matter already noted we again give the 
salient features of this enterprise. ^The ca­ 
nal is to l>e 61 miles long and the estimated 
cost is $.39,0OO,u0tL The cross-section adopt­ 
ed is líe» ieel 10$ inches wide at the water 
surface, *> feet 3j inch-s at the bottom, 
and t he n< rmal depth is to be 27 feet 10 
inches.

,>9.,4j square feet, or six times the cross­ 
section of displacement of

nual cost of maintenance is estimated 
'-.000,000 marks, and the Government cal­ 
culates that the canal will lie used annu­ 
ally by about 18,000 vfssois. with an aggre­ 
gate tonnage of 5,500,000, on which an av­ 
erage transit tax of 18 cents per registered 
ton will be imposed, yielding a total rev­ 
enue of $1,031.250. 
The route of vessels to 
and front the Baltic will be shortened hv 
about 237 sea miles. The work is to he 
paicelled out among a number of contract­

Co lu sa, July 8th.—'The trial of Hong Di 
was proceeded with to-day. The Court 
convened at 9 o'clock. A large crowd was 
present, including a num ber of ladies. 
Annie Billiou was the first witness called 
for the prosecution. .She testified as fol­ 
lows : My name is Annie Billiou. I reside 
near St. Johns. My sister Maude, Weaver 
and myself were present when mother 
was shot. 
We were just finishing supper, 
when the kitchen door was opened and a 
shot tired. 
It struck Weaver, and he fell 
to the floor. The next shot struck mother. 
She fell over onto the floor. 
I then ran 
out ou the porch and around to my bed­ 
room window, and iust as I jum ped in I 
looked back and saw Hong running after 
me. Weaver then told me to look out of 
the dining-room door, which I did. Just 
then Hong fired at me. 
Nothing was developed in the cross­ 
examination. 
Maude Billion was sworn ami examined 
by the prosecution. She-corroborated her 
sister's testimony in every particular. 
R. B. Denning was sworn for tlie prose­ 
cution. 
He went to the Billious about 
half-past 6 in the morning. Saw the bul- 
let-holes in the door—the door that was 
broken open with the ax. Saw Mrs. Bil­ 
liou lying on a bed dead. Found three 
empty shells and one loaded and saw 
Hong’s shoes and apron on the porch. 
Searched for Hong on the place and tracked 
him to the river, about three-quarters of a 
mile from the house. 
He took long steps, 
as if running. 
Aaron Evans and Janies W hite testified 
similarly* to Denning. 
Officer Perdue then brought on the gun 
used by Hong. 
W. H. W adhams of Chico was sworn 
and identified the gun. It is a 38-caliber 
Coil's rifie. 
Hall, the keeper at the Chico free bridge, 
identified the gun as the one found by him 
on the bridge. 
G. 
W. Saunders was sworn for the prose­ 
cution. Saw defendant on' the Orovaqi 
and Marysville road. 
Defendant jumped 
over a fence and ran across the field. 
1 
pursued him, and found a knife in his 
shirt-pocket. 
There was no cross-examination ofJsix 
witnesses. 
The prosecution then rested. 


THE DEFENSE. 
H art made an opening speech of fifteen 
minutes. 
Hong Di sworn. H e testified the same 
as the prosecuting witness, except that he 
killed 
Mrs. 
Billiou accidentally; that 
Weaver hail been mean to him. When he 
saw Annie put her head out of the door 
he thought it was Weaver. Hong Di cried 
on the stand. 
The cross-examination of the prisoner 
was conducted by District Attorney Al­ 
bert’. The witness said that about 5 o'clock 
in the evening Weaver came home with a 
load ot wood. About 5:30 I saw a chickcu- 
haivk go down behind the shed, and I went 
and g it ray gur. and put thirteen loads in 
it, and went after the hawk. 
1 did not get 
to shoot. As I came back I heard some­ 
thing boiling over in th-- kitchen. I went 
in and took the gun with me, and put it 
behind the kitchen door that leads onto 
the porch. 
When I went to the pump- 
house to get water to cook supper Weaver 
was there, and called me a --------------------, 
and «aid for me to go hack and attend to 
my business. W hen he came to supper 
be went through the kitchen and passed 
through to the dining-room, cml called me 
names again, and said he would kill me 
before I got out of the United States, and 
that quickly. When I fired the first shot 
1 stood in the corner of the kitchen right 
close to the door. After I tired the first 
shot I threw the door open with the gun. 
and the gun went off' accidentally’ and 
killed Mr-. Billion. The door was open 
about-half an inch when 1 shot Weaver. 
Circumstances showed this to be false, 
for he said and showed to the jury that he 
liehl the gun in a downward position when 
he shoved the door open and tired the shot 
that killed Mrs. Billiou. because the bullet 
that hit Mrs. Billiou had a downward ten 
dency, while if it had gone ot? accidentally, 
as sworn to by the defendant, it would 
have went over her head. 
He was then 
handed the gun by Albery and handled it 
with such rapidity that it astSnished all 
the Court room. 
He continued, and denied 
following 
Annie around the house, but said he did 
go around to the window of (be dining­ 
room to see if Weaver had jum ped out. 
He then came hack and stood by the door 
with Ins gun, waiting for Weaver to eonie 
out. 
lie said that he wanted to kill 
Weaver, and tin- coolness with which lie 
talked about the terrible m urder produced 
a silence in the Court-room. After I fired 
three shots 1 then got an ax and bit tlie 
door. ! wanted to get in to kill Weaver. 
Then 1 heard Weaver halloa, and I tired 
again. I got the ax from the woodshed. 
lie wax then asked in regard to the state­ 
ments tuade by him in the Oroville jail, 
and also in regard to the letter written in 
the jail at Colusa to Consul Bee. 
The defense closed at 2:25 p. m. 
During 
the cross-examination of defendant the 
t ourt-room was packed. Men were stand­ 
ing inside the bar. During the taking of 
testimony quite a nnmber of funny ques­ 
tions were rc-ked by the jurors, which 
yoked laughter. 
In rebuttal. Billion was sworn, hut noth­ 
ing was developed. 
Weaver was then called in rebuttal. 
He 
said the statements ot Hong Di regarding 
their relations were false. 
W adhams was then called in rebuttal. 
He said that this kind of gun could not go 
off accidentally, unless it was fixed a cer­ 
tain way. 
'The case closed at 3 o’clock, and District 
Attorney Albery made au opening state­ 
ment ot one hour. He showed the crime 
to he the bloodiest that ever had been com­ 
mitted in Northern California. 
Mr. H art then took up the defense, and 
argued the accidental shooting until the 
adjourning hour. 
The Court then ad­ 
journed until Saturday at 9 o’clock, at 
which time the argument will be con­ 
clude'.!. 
It will probably go to the jury in 
the forenoon.

V>E EXPERIENCE SUFFICIENT FOR 
A LIFE-TIME. 


H ow tlic M exican D ance A ffected a 
D ignified N ew Y ork er—B ailee 
d e C om padres.

Congratulate me—for in the words of the 
im mortal Webster, “ 1 still live,’’ even after 
having participated in a Mexican danze. 
For an unmarried lady of social standing 
to attend a public ball of this description, 
though escorted by her father or brother-, 
is con-idereil rather a daring thing to do— 
yet last night's crowd attested that many 
do attend them. 
In the innocence of my 
heart, actuated by pure journalistic fervor 
in pursuit of information, 1 accepted the 
invitation—and now quite agree with that 
American who remarked, “ A man may 
danza ‘ in the innocence of his hear. ’—just 
once.” 
You ask, ” IV hat is la fianza I1' It is some­ 
thing impossible todelinein cold black and 
white, to be read at long range amid pro­ 
saic surroundings : 
it could not occur any­ 
where hut among these poetical passionate 
races ot the tropics, and cannot even be 
understood by one of northern birth—un ­ 
less he has lived here long enough to get 
something of the climate into his blood. 
It is the most innocent-looking dance in 
the world—no mo:e harm in it. to merely 
look at, than in a champagne glass, or in 
the unloaded pistol which 
“ oobsofk” at some unwary moment 
And maybe murders your grandmother. 
The music is slow—so very slow that a 
Northern belle would re-f>elle at once: 
the quiet step is simply the balenrez of the 
dancing-mastcr’s quadrille, with the im ­ 
portant addition that this is a ‘ round 
dance.” 
W ith this lacy step you move backward 
and forward, or gently turn around when­ 
ever the crowd gives you room, until you 
come face to face with another couple as 
sleepy as yourselves, with whom you exe­ 
cute that stupid “ right hand across to 
crossover and back"—exactly as in our 
pinafore-and-pantalette daj’s. 
Then the 
gentleman’s arm encircles his partner’s 
waist, she leans on his shoulder and gives 
her right hand to his left ami in this little 
quadrille they balenrez until it is time to re­ 
sume the tete-a-tete. This is all there is of 
it—and what could possibly appear more 
innocent ? 
But appearances are sometimes deceitlul, 
aud the dance depends altogether upon 
who dances it. Certainly, “ the racquet ’’ 
in a Northern ball-room (it wouldn't be 
possible here) looks tully as demoralizing 
—but probably the vast difference lies in 
the fact that the participants in the dance 
are as unlike the dudes and debutantes of 
other climes as the lotus-flower differs from 
the hollyhock or the warmth of the tropic 
sun from the half glimmer of an aurora 
borealis. These creatures of impulse are no 
more to be judged by the same rules which 
apply to phlegmatic Anglo-Saxons than 
John Smith or Sarah Jones would enlist 
otir sympathies if they behaved exactly as 
Romeo or Juliet. Therefore it is that in 
the best society of the Mexican capital girls 
are not permitted to engage in the dance 
except with their brothers or nearest of 
kin, not even with the ¡overs to whom they 
are betrothed, and married ladies only with 
their husbands—very sensible etiquette, by 
the way, but would be bettered it unmarried 
folk were prohibited from dancing it at all. 
These guileless señoritas, with their con­ 
vent breeding, their ignorance of books and 
all the restrictions that necessarily environ 
females so near the eqnator, are not ” up " 
in the ways of the world. Not one of them 
could tell you a word about theosophy or 
protoplasms or hathybius, never having 
heard of such things in al! their lives. 
They are 


s a t ir e's favorite children, 
Governed by tropica! instincts rather than 
by the trammels of education, and as co­ 
quettish as unsophisticated. While their 
minds lie fallow as a fertile lield, their 
hearts have been ripening like a prize 
strawberry in a hot-liouse, or like one of 
their giant aloes, which gives its life to the 
blossoming. 
For an example—an exceedingly ‘‘fair" 
»>ne—let us take the belle of last night’s 
ball. 
A slim and languid young lady, 
aged nineteen, is 
the Señorita Antonia 
, one of the loveliest girls in this land 
where all women are lovely in youth and 
incomparably ugly at middle-age; but her 
greatest charm is in that indescribable 
manner which the French call abandon. 
All her life has been passed in the flowery 
court of her massive home, and all she 
has seen of the world has been the daily 
pauorama from the balcony, or from the 
close-1 carriage during the sunset drive. 
Feeling the spirit of the danza in every 
fiber, she fairly palpitated to the music 
and moved like a winged Mercury upon 
her tiny, high-heeled slippers. To be sure, 
her rose-bud mouth was far more sug­ 
gestive to her partner’s olfactories of the

“ black sheep” among them. 
It is customary to write the names of the 
young ladies on -ards, which are placed in 
a vase. Then a child, or a blind-folded 
person, carries this to each gentleman, and 
in his presence draws forth a card and gives 
it to him. The guest reads aloud the name 
upon it, and is thenceforth obliged to pay 
his respects exclusively during the evening 
to that particular lad y : he must dance 
with her all the time, comfort her with ap­ 
ples, according to Solomon, or with other 
refreshments, and obey all her behests as 
a dutiful cavalier should. 
Of course this is a perfect bonanza to those 
lovers who happen to be assigned accord­ 
ing to their wishes; but how harrowing to 
these jealous Mesicanoes when mis-mating 
takes place! Since it is never sate to trust 
too much to chance in this weary world, 
the young ladies, aided and abetted by 
their own true knights, have contrived 
many cunning plans. The hostiss of the 
BIALE DE CONFIANZA 
Is taken into confidence and instructed 
with infinite pains. She prepares favors, 
as for a german, with corresponding 
rosettes, flowers, or knots of ribbon, and 
while cleverly pretending that the distri­ 
bution—made by herself—is al! “ luck and 
chance,” site dexterously manages to give 
the same color or device to those who w ist 
to be compadres, or companions. 
At a recent ball of this kind I was much 
amused at the anxiety manifested by the 
gallant Dons concerning the disposition of 
the favors. They surrounded the good- 
natured hostess, and inveigled her off into 
comers for long and solemn conclaves, 
such remarks being occasionally audible 
as, “ Please give Panchita a blue rosette. 
You will not forget?” or, “ Please remem­ 
ber, Señora, that Dolores is to have a white 
rose-bud, for I am the cavalier of the white 
rose-bud party, you know.' 
There is a wonderful charm about the 
social and domestic life of these gentle 
Mexicans which mere tourists rarely see. 
It is not found at a public danza—and just 
one experience of that kind is sufficient for 
a life-time. As the years roll by, one who 
associates familiarly with the higher classes 
here, respects more and more the manifold 
virtues of the women and the honor and 
patriotism of tbe men. Nowhere in the 
world can the student of hum an nature 
find more interesting reading than in the 
romantic lives aud poetical superstitions of 
the Mexican genus homo.

Chief Executive Viticultural Officer John 
H. W heeler has just issued instructions on 
“ herbaceous grafting” to the inspectors 
and officers of the Board of State Viti­ 
cultural Commission. 
The information 
contained in the following circular will be 
interesting and useful to all engaged in the 
business of vine-growing : 
* 
Herbaceous grafting, as applied to the 
vine, consists in grafting on the growing 
wood in midsummer. It is a mctho 1 which 
has been known for fifty years past in Cen­ 
tral and Eastern Europe, and has recently 
become common in the region of Hungary. 
So valuable has the method here described 
been found that during the past year Von 
Hermann Goethe, Director of the Royal 
School of Viticulture at Marburg, bus is­ 
sued a work largely devoted to the subject. 
Other and more common systems are treat 
ed by Professor Goethe, but preference is 
given to the above-named in that it has 
opened a new and short way to jh e estab­ 
lishm ent of resistant vinevards as well as 


particularly those which show a bright, 
sappy appearance. 
W arm, growing weather favors much 
herbaceous grafting. A cold wind is harm ­ 
ful in checking growth; likewise a dry, 
hot wind, and it is well in hot weather to 
suspend operations during a few hours in 
the middle of the day. 
Do not graft vines showing a sickly ap­ 
pearance. 
The preparation of the scion is clearly 
shown in the cuts, only be careful to pre­ 
serve the scions fresh. If necessary to keep 
them some time, place them in wa'ter, thor­ 
oughly shaking off the water at the time of 
grafting. 
Be! the cut of the lower end of 
the scion <u, Fig 1) he made through the 
hud, that the point of the wedge may pos­ 
sess the enlargement necessary to fit the 
base of the cut in the subject as shown at r. 
The knife in entering the subject should 
split it just through the center of the en­ 
larged part c, Fig. 1. 
Let the size of the 
scion be near that of the subject, never 
larger. The leaf joining the bud of the 
scion at h. Fig. 1, should be cut off leaving 
the stem as shown in the cut. 
In inserting the scion see tbat the hark 
of the two parts comes smoothly together 
at the point and that the tender hark is not 
broken or slipped. A safe precaution is to 
spread apart the subject when pushing 
home the scion. 
To tie the graft use a cotton string : begin 
to wind at the top, and by drawing it close 
and tight at the bottom near the bud you 
will prevent the scions being torced from 
place. 
This done, six or eight davs will dc-

affording improved facilitas for changing 
objectionable varieties to others of better 
quality. 
The many novel methods of grafting the 
vine which have been proposed of late 
years, and their common failure in prac­ 
tice, have led me to believe that such an­ 
nouncements as that of our esteemed con­ 
temporary. Herman Goethe, must undergo 
a certain practical test in the vineyards of 
th is State • efore being generally accepted 
as fully adapted to our climate. ' 
Before, therefore, proceeding to announce 
to our wine-growers the value of herbace­ 
ous grafting, I have thought proper to ask 
our inspectors and others workiug with us 
to this year make a test of the method de­ 
scribed in th»' following—so far, at ieast, as 
the lateness of the season may permit—ami 
transm it to the Board the results of their 
experiments that another season may find 
na able to adopt or discard the svsteni

afford to be long without. 
Believing that the method must depend 
to a large extent on the care and accuracy 
w ith which such delicate work is executed, 
I have illustrated fully the operations in 
figures 1, 2 and 3. 
These, if followed 
closely, with a careful study of the follow­ 
ing text, will, accordtug to our friend Her­ 
m ann Goethe, lead to success. 
Tbe period chosen for performing the 
operations is of the greatest importance. 
The most propitious epoch found in H un­ 
gary ends about the middle of July. As 
our vines put forth earlier and are now 
further advanced, it may be plainly seen 
that there is no time to lose. The informa­ 
tion here reproduced came to me si iate 
that instructions could not be issued sooner. 
In consideration of this fact it is to be hoped 
tbat the experiments will be performed im ­ 
mediately. and that our experimenters may 
he particularly careful to use only delicate 
anti rapidly'growing shoots for both seion 
and subject. 
The term “subject” is ap­ 
plied to the cane in which the scion is in­ 
serted.) 
Experiments in this work have already 
been begun by me with fair ¡lh” cations of 
success, but it is still too early to judge 
their value. 
TO OPERATE, 
Choose that period in the growth of the 
vine when the shoots show daily advance­ 
ment, selecting the most vigorous canes for 
the purpose. The union should be made 
at a point on the green shoot so near to the 
growing end as to exibit no white pith 
when cut. In fact, that part of tbe carie in 
which the pith is scarcely distinguishable 
from the wood and hark is the surest to 
unite with the scion. It must, however, he 
strong enough when wound to maintain 
the scion well in position. 
Fig. 2 exhibits the graft when complete 
—natural size. Fig. i shows the parts en­ 
larged. The last of June has bgeo generally 
selected fur the work, although some work 
performed the first of July has shown a loss 
o f only 2 per cent. 
When late spring frosts 
prevail a Iaier period is chosen, as tbe rapid 
growth then comes later. This graft can­ 
not be made to succeed on canes attaining 
a woody appearance, bat both scion and 
subject must be elastic and not yet too soft.

Compressed air is con­ 
veyed front a central compressor by iron 
gas pipes to the chambers to be ventilated, 
where it is discharged through nozzles into 
specially constructed channels communi­ 
cating with the open air. 
The secondary 
current set up in these is twenty times as 
great as that issuing from the nozzles. The 
principle is the well-known but not well- 
understood one of the steam injector. Tbe 
channels may be arranged to act as suction 
tube», so that the air of the compartment 
can, if desired, be changed entirely in five 
or ten minutes, the vitiated air beiDg re­ 
moved and replaced by fresh.— Modem Life..

There are emergencies when it seems ne­ 
cessary to trouble a neighbor to lend the 
lacking convenience, hut such occasions 
should be as rare as good management can 
make them. 
A loose habit of forgetting to 
keep one s kitchen supplied favors the prac­ 
tice oi running next door or across the 
street to borrow a cup of sugar, an ounce 
of tea. a loaf of bread, a cake of soap, or 
whatever the need may be, but such prac­ 
tice stamps the mistress oi the house as a 
slovenly, improvident housekeeper, whose 
careless ways stand in need of strenuous 
reform. Perhaps it is only thoughtlessness 
in many cases that allows such ill-manage- 
ruent, and the fault when discovered will 
be reformed. 
A slate hung conspicu­ 
ously on the wall with pencil attached, will 
be a great factor in working reform. 
Let 
the housekeeper write down each article as 
its want is discovered, and let her also put 
down such things as she finds herself 
nearly out of, not waiting to actually sec 
the bottom of the barrel or box before 
making a note of their emptiness. Then 
teach whoever it is who visits the store to 
always study the slate belore going out. In 
this way, without much trouble to any one, 
the foolish system of running out to bor­ 
row will pass out oi existence, and neigh­ 
bors with whom the friendly exchanges 
have been made will in time learn to feel 
backward about borrowing from those 
who never borrow from them. 
A pretty arrangement for the hair for 
evening is to comb it high, making a 
French twist and coiling the ends in soft 
rings on top of the head. The front hair 
is to be crimped softly and lightly. Just 
at one side place a colored pompon match­ 
ing or contrasting with the color of the 
dress, and natural flowers or roses with the 
pompons. 
A gold or silver dagger, or fancy pin, is 
pretty thrust through the coils of’ hair as 
-r holding thent together. For ordinary 
if 
home-wear a shell pin is pretty. 
For the neck and sleeves of dresses, 
cream-white scrim is very serviceable, laid 
in double folds, and has also the advantage 
of being very inexpensive. For nicer wear 
white silk bolting-cloth is very dainty, and 
is made infolds as the scrim. 
It is not, 
however, nearly so durable. 
Some of l he favorite colors this season 
are mignonette green, or various shades 
of leaf green, heliotrope, and many gayer 
colors. Often a combinotion of colors will 
be seen in one suit, and there will some­ 
times be three colors. The underdress of 
one, the over dress of another, and the 
waist laced together over the vest with core 
of a different color, and full loops and 
ends of ribbons at each side where the 
overdress is draped high on the hips. If 
the colors are well selected, the effect is 
very pretty.— Good Cheer. 


HINTS OX HOME DRESSMAKING. 
With the summer season comes more 
flounces, frills, etc., but they are mostly of 
embroidery to match the goods. Never 
Vere cotton embroideries so beautiful, in 
expensive and popular; and there are so 
many varieties one does not know which 
to choose. A great deal of good taste and 
judgment should be used when one can 
have hut one or two of these costumes. 
The most beautiful ones come in box robes 
with wide and narrow embruideries for 
trimming, and can be had for from 
to 
$15, according to kind of goods, quality 
aud elaborate trimmings. 
There are the 
zephyr cloths in all the popular and dura 
ble shades; the chambrays in their beanti 
ful colore and embroideries: the sateens 
with their delicate ground and beautifu. 
figure: the ginghams with their stripes and 
plaids : the seersuckers, checked, striped 
and crinkled : to say nothing of the pretty 
cambrics and prints. 
The embroidered 
white robes are beautiful beyond descrip 
tion, and much preferred by manv to the 
white wool costumes, although both are 
very fashionable. To use the language of 
one of the highest authorities on fashion 
“ There are cottons showing gleams of gold; 
cottons with all sorts of fancy effects 
wrought on their surfaces: cottons as deli 
cate in color and as smooth-surfaced as 
satin; cottons as lace-like as some of the 
gay season's drapery—these are thccettons 
of to-day. That they develop into dainty 
and picturesque gowns goes without say­ 
ing, but not such gowns as in the olden 
time were pictured to the mind by the ex 
pression • wash costumes.’ Velvet, ribbon 
lace, embroidery—in fact everything deem­ 
ed suitable is used for decorating cotton 
costumes, which often appear expensive 
without really being so.”

l'ANEL AND FRAME WORK. 
Clocks set in panels are exceedingly 
pretty, and a certain individuality may be 
given to these useful timepieces by the 
elaboration of its panel frame. The cover­ 
ing of the panel may be plush, velvet 
satin, etc., as preferred, and of any desired 
color. Any preferred design in embroid­ 
ery, applique or liaud-painting, may be 
selected for decorating the plush. In the 
lower right side of the panel is bevelled 
out a circular orifice, into which the time­ 
piece is fitted. Care is necessary that this 
opening be not made too large. An easy 
back can be made of wire. 
Very handsome frames for photographs, 
engravings, etc., may be made by gumming 
vines, grains or berries on ordinary pine 
frames and gilding them with several 
coats of best gold paint. The effect is sim­ 
ilar to modeling. 
Handsome panels are 
made in the same way. Oak leaves and 
acorns may be bronzed or gilded with 
charming effect. The smaller pine cones 
and tassels may be -used. The colored 
bronzes are very pretty when used for this 
work. The pine coDe tassels as ornaments 
for valences or scarfs are unique and beau­ 
tiful when bronzed or gilded. They are 
fastened with a small wire loop, also 
gilded. Acorns the same way. Carmine 
and green are the most showy of the col 
ored bronzes.

A PRETTY RUG.

Fringe each edge of the strips one-half 
inch. Put two ot these strips together, one 
on top of the other, and sew them length­ 
wise of the foundation. Make other strips 
like this and sew them so closely together 
on the canvas that it will be entirely cov­ 
ered, and the fringed ends form a thick 
mat.

If cooked in a mold do not fill it 
full. 
Celery, parsley, thyme, summer savory, 
sage, etc., should be dried and pulverized 
and put away in glass jars for use next 
winter. 
To avoid having greasy soups it is best to 
allow them to get entirely cold, then the 
fat can be easily skimmed from tbe top. 
The family diuner should be a daily re­ 
fining social influence, a time when men 
exchange with their families the courtesies 
of civilized life. 
We do not in this country attach suffi­ 
cient importance to vegetables. In other 
countries they form a prominent and dis­ 
tinct part of the dinner. 
After the clothes are ironed look them all 
over thoroughly and lay by themselves all 
articles needing repairs. 
If they are put 
away nnmended the stitch in time is nearl v 
sure to be forgotten. 
The wealth of France is owing to house­ 
hold economy». So political economists 
tell us, aud people who know the country 
well say that even in a large country estab­ 
lishment there is seldom waste enough to 
feed the dog. Perhaps with our grand scale 
of production we shall never be saving as 
tbat. but why go to the other extreme and 
waste enough in every house to supplv an­ 
other family?—Good'Cheer.

THE BRUNSWICK GHOST. 


In B runsw ick is a college—the Caroiinnm 
—about w hich a carious ghost story was told 
in 1748, w hich created a good deal of stir, 
not only in the little capital, but through­ 
out G erm any. 
Iu 1740 there died in the 
college one of the masters, Dorien by name, 
a w orthy m an, who had alw ays conducted 
him self well, and had discharged his du­ 
ties conscientiously. H e was a quiet, am ia­ 
ble m an, who gave no offense to any one; 
a m an generally respected, alike by the m as­ 
ters and the pupils, and also by those few 
who knew him in the town. 
On th e night that he died he sent word 
to another m aster nam ed Hofer, that he 
particularly desired to speak to him . 
H o­ 
fer was roused lrom sleep, jum ped from 
bed, hastily dressed, but arrived too late in 
the sick m an's room to receive bis com m u­ 
nication. 
Dorien was at his last grasp. 
H e recognized his friend, clasped his hand, 
and tried to sp ea k ; but his words failed. 
H e died w ithout having been able to give 
his parting com m unication to his friend. 
Shortly after the death of Dorien the ru ­ 
m or spread that the dead m an had been 
seeu in the passages. 
B ut as those who 
pretended to have seen him were only p u ­ 
pils of th ec o lleg e.n o im portance was a t­ 
tached to the m atter. T beirtestim onv was 
regarded, and justly, ou such a m atter as 
this, to be undeserving of notice by the 
m asters and professors. 
Nevertheless, the 
rum or continually broke out again, after 
short subsidence. T he m asters were vexed, 
and wished that the inuoeent and blam e­ 
less m em ory of Dorien should lie left n u ­ 
trified w ith, and also undisturbed by idle 
tongues. 
If any m an deserved to rest in 
his crave that m an was Dorien. 
2 ¡How ever, in October, 1 7 4 s, som ething 
occurred w hich roused attention seriously, 
and m ade the m asters of the college sus­ 
pect there was som ething real at the bot­ 
tom of the strange reports that reached 
them . 
Mr. H ofer was walking, between 11 and 


1 2 , through the dorm itory corridor, to see 
that all the pupils were in bed in their sev­ 
eral cubicles, and that all was quiet, when, 
as lie approached the door of a room occu­ 
pied by Mr. Lam padius, one of the profes­ 
sors, he saw the dead m an sitting there ou 
a chair, in his old dressing-gown, w ith a 
w hite night-cap on his bead, the lappets of 
which he held together under his chin 
w ith his right hand, and so pulled the cap 
down as only to show the eyes and nose, 
m outh and chin. 
Mr. H ofer was so aston­ 
ished th at he stood still and looked atten­ 
tively at the apparition, unable to trnst his 
eyes, or realize th at he saw old Dorien in 
spirit. 
H e was som ewhat frightened, and 
had to struggle w ith him self before he 
could resolve to pass ; but he did this, and 
went into the room of Mr. Lam padius and 
sh u t th e door behind him . 
H e did not 
rouse th e sleeper, but paused w ithin a m in­ 
ute, and then opened the door and went 
out again. Then he saw the apparition 
seated as he had seen it before. 
H e raised 
his lantern, and threw the light full on the 
face of the specter ; but at the sam e m o­ 
m ent such a sense of horror and faintness 
cam e over him , that he was for a m om ent 
unable to draw back his hand. 
After this 
event for several m onths the hand re­ 
m ained swollen and painful, and he had 
difficulty in using it. 
N ext day H ofer related w hat had hap­ 
pened to Mr. Oedern, professor of m athe­ 
m atics. 
Oedem , as a philosopher, and a 
m an of plain com m on sense, laughed at it, 
and insisted that Hofer was either the dupe 
of a practical joke, played by one of the 
scholars, or that he had dream t the whole 
concern. 
W hen, however, he was unable 
to persuade H ofer that this was the case, 
he offered to accompany him on his round 
next night, and either discover the author 
of th e deception or convince his fellow- 
m aster th at he had seen nothing. 
N ext night, between 11 and 12, the two 
m en m ade the circuit of the college dorm i­ 
tories together. 
As they approached the 
door of J.am padius’ room, the professor of 
m athem atics started, and exclaim ed: 
“ H allo! th at's D orien!” 
H ofer said 
nothing, but opened the door and went 
into th e room. As he cam e out again he 
saw the sam e apparition in the sam e posi­ 
tion as the night before, and Oedern stood 
w ith his hand to his brow looking at it 
open-eyed and w ith an expression of utter 
bew ilderm ent. T hey both studied the fig­ 
ure for som e tim e. ’ The face was deadly 
pale, m aking the black beard look blacker 
than it was in life. 
N either had the cour­ 
age to address the specter, and. w ithout a 
word to each other or to it, thev retreated 
along th e corridor to H ofer's room. 
Both spoke of the apparition next day, 
and several of the protessors sat up the 
next and following nights in hopes of see­ 
ing D orien's g h o st; but their expectations 
were disappointed : they <aw no:hing. Oe­ 
dern him self revisited the passage at m id­ 
night, bu t he saw the ghost no m ore there, 
and said im patiently to the others : 
“ Come, I've done m y best to see th e! 
sp irit; if he w ants m e now he m ust come 
for m e. 
1 will go after him no m ore.” 
A fortnight later he was roused in his 
bed at an e irly hour, but at w hat hour he 
was unceriain, except that it was between 
3 a. m. and 6 a. m. H e felt him self shaken 
as if taken by the shoulder. 
W hen he 
opened his eyes he saw the figure of Dorien 
in his w hite night cap and dressing-gown 
standing between his bed and a cupboard, 
which was about tw o paces off. against the 
wall. 
W e are not told how Mr. Oedern 
saw it, w hether by its own phosphorescent 
light, or by the light of the moon shining 
into his room . 
There are m anv sm all par­ 
ticulars in the story w hich are ho t detailed 
and w hich m ight help us to explain it. H e 
raised him self in bed and fixed bis eyes 
steadily on the apparition, w hich rem ained 
visible for aDout eight m inutes and then 
faded. 
On the following night, at about 
the sam e hour, he was again roused : but 
there was this fact, he observed, which had 
escaped him previously, and which, to our 
m ind, is significant. 
H e heard the doors 
of the cupboard creak, and sound exactly 
as if som e heavy person were leaning 
against them . T he figure he saw as be­ 
fore. 
T his tim e he addressed it with the 
w ords: 
"G o forth, thou evil spirit! 
W herefore 
contest thou here to disturb m e?” 
W hen he said this the figure m ade signs 
of distress, shaking its head, w ringing its 
hands and m oving its feet. Then Oedern 
began to repeat som e of tbc hym ns in the 
L utheran psalm-book. 
T he ghost disap­ 
peared w hilst he was thus occupied. 
After 
that Professor Oedern was left undisturbed 
for a full week : but again, at the end of 


N ext day Prof. Oedern related his inter­ 
view to Councillor E rath, who was one of 
the four curators of the Collegium Caroli- 
num , and in whose house lodged the sister 
of the deceased Dorien. 
H e at once said 
th at he would inquire into the m atter, and 
:f he found that there were sm all debts of 
this nature he would pay them . 
The m atter now became m uch talked 
about am ong the m asters of the college, 
who, however, were careful to say nothing 
about it to the pupils. Professor Seidler. 
w*liO had know n and respected the de­ 
ceased. and was a friend of Oedern, then 
volunteered to sit up the hext night with 
the latter. Seidler was a m an of some 
note, who was chosen tutor of the Dukes 
Charles A ugustus and Frederick Ferdi­ 
nand of Saxe-W eim ar. 
H e died as consis­ 
torial councilor at W eim ar about 1 7 7 s. 
A bout >o clock in the m orning Oedern 
woke suddenly, and saw his 
unbidden 
guest standing, not as before, by the cup­ 
board, but against the whitew ashed wall. 
H e did not rem ain long stationary, but 
walked up and down the room —if that can 
be called w alking when his legs d id not 
apparently move, nor was there any sound 
of a footfall. 
Presently he drew near the 
bed. when Oedern cried out, “ Voyez! voy- 
ez ! 
Seidler, w ho was awake, looked in ­ 
tently 
in 
the direction 
indicated, but 
though he saw som ething vaporous and 
white, could distinguish nothing clearly. 
Then Oedern exclaim ed : 
“ H e is van 
isb ed !” 
The friends then talked together about 
w hat had happened, and Oedern asked 
Seidler if he m ight refer to him a3 an eye­ 
witness : but this Seidler would not allow. 
H e had seen nothing sufficiently to justify 
his being quoted a» having beheld the 
ghost. 
Then Oedern said no more, but 
laid him self down again : and Seidler did 
not talk, because he supposed his friend 
wanted to go to sleep again. 
Indeed, he 
did doze 
off, but alm ost 
im m ediately 
was roused, started up iu bed, began to beat 
about him w ith his fists and crie d : 
“ Go away ! 
You have torm ented m e 
long enough ! 
If you w ant anything of 
m e tell m e so at once and leave m e at rest.” 
W hen Oedern was som ew hat pacified, 
Seidler asked him to explain his conduct. 
The professor of m athem atics replied that 
he had seen the specter again, which had 
approached the bed, leaned over it, and 
then throw n itself across his body, so that 
he felt the weight oppress him . From this 
night forward Oedern alw ays had some one 
in his room w ith him . 
H e was afraid to 
sleep alone. Moreover, he now had a light 
alw ays burning, which he had not been ac­ 
custom ed to have before. 
This so far answered that he saw the 
ghost no m ore ; nevertheless, every m orn­ 
ing about the sam e early hour at which it 
hau been wont to appear to him , he was 
conscious of a peculiar sensation over his 
whole body, exactly as if a feather-brush 
were passed over him . 
H e felt no pain, 
but a tickling sensation. Also, occasionally 
lie heard a creaking and brushing against 
the cupboard doors, or a tapping at bis 
door; but these m anifestations became less 
frequent, and at last ceased so com pletely 
th at the professor thought he was entirely 
treed from his troublesom e and uncanny 
visitor, and that be could dispense w ith aii 
attendant and a night-light. 
Two nights had passed w ithout disturb­ 
ance after he had given up these precau­ 
tions. w hen on the third night he saw the 
specter again, w hich roused him at the 
usual hour. 
It was not so distinct as be­ 
fore; it held in its han d som ething like a 
picture w ith a hole in it, and thrust its 
hand several tim es through this hole. 
Oe­ 
dern plucked up courage to address it, and 
said that he was unable to com prehend its 
m eaning. 
Again some of the m asters of the Caroli- 
num sat up through the night with Oe­ 
dern. and the spirit again appeared two or 
three times, but never so as to be m ore dis­ 
tinctly seen. 
U nfortunately, we are not 
inform ed w hether they saw it, or w hether 
the vision was confined to Oedern. 
After 
some discussion am ong the m asters and 
professors, and inquiries m ade of his sister 
and others, it was ascertained that shortly 
before his death Dorien had had several 
inagie-lnntern slides sent him on approval 
from an optician, and that these had neither 
been paid for nor returned. 
The slides were sought out and sent back 
to th e m aker 
After this Brof. Oedern was 
no m ore troubled. 
Prof. Oedern told his story, and, inde ed, 
it was well threshed out bv the learned < f 
Brunsw ick. 
It was talked of in the court, 
and Oedern was questioned by the D uke 
about it. 
H is account was taken down by 
the Provost Jerusalem , by Prof. Gebauer of 
the U niversity of Gottingen, and by Prof. 
Segner. 
It was published, discussed and 
was disputed by Prof. H ennings of Jena, 
who asserted th at the ghost was no other 
than one of the scholars of the college in 
disguise. 
H e pointed out the suspicious 
fact of the supposed ghost holding his 
night-cap about his face so as to conceal a 
considerable part of it, and keeping h :s 
hand in such a position as to retain a sham 
beard from falling off, when he first ap- 
peated to Hofer, and afterwards to Oedern 
and Hofer.

By courtesy of L. U. Sliippce, President 
<>f the San Joaquin Valley Vgricultural 
Society, we are enabled to present this 
morning an admirable engraving of the 
new Pavilion of that Society, now in pro­ 
cess of construction at Stockton. 
Its value 
is found in the testimony it liears to the 
worth of the San Joaquin Society, the 
energy and public spirit of its members, 
and the immeasurable benefit the Society 
has been to the San Joaquin valley. 
When Di-trict Agricultural Societies can 
erect such splendid exhibition halls as 
that to-day illustrated, it means that the 
fairs held in such districts are agencies of 
the highest importance in developing the 
country, and making known its resources. 
They arc educators of the people also, and 
the means of exchanging experiences in 
agri. ulture and stock-growing, which can­ 
not be overestimated in value. 
There is not a district in the State that 
cannot possess as good a Pavilion as that of 
the San Joaquin Society. Some of them 
already have fine buildings and valuable 
stock grounds. 
In time there will l>e in 
every district proper exhibition ball', for 
California fair are growing, and must con­ 
tinue to grow, in importance. They ought 
to be encouraged, administered in right 
directions, call to their aid the best skill 
and broadest wisdom of the commonwealth, 
and command the profound interest of all 
the people, and none more so than the 
parent or State Fair.

The district societies, however, are show­ 
ing splendid spirit in this matter, ami the 
people of the interior are fully aroused 
upon the subject. 
They are refusing to be 
parties to the scheme of the San Francisco 
sponge, and the result will be in San 
Joaquin, Nevada, Sonoma, Yuba, El Llor­ 
ado, Santa Clara and all the other districts 
the most successful exhibitions in 1887 
ever held in the districts, while the State 
Agricultural Society is already assured of 
such a large and representative exposition 
as will constitute a verdict of condemna­ 
tion by the people upon the effort to crush 
out the District and State Fairs in the in­ 
terests of the shopkeepers and landlords of 
San Francisco and the (tuckets of the show 
syndicate. 


OF "BOOMS'’ 
AGAIN. 


Any so-called “ boom” that is circum­ 
scribed bv mere exchanges, and asking of 
“ big" prices by people who go into it with 
the expectation of “ making som ething” 
out of each other, is the equivalent of the 
effort to lift one’s self over the fence by the 
stra[» of his boots. Such “ booms” arc 
happily, even if coarsly, h it off' by an 
Eastern journal of w it: 
“The fore enil of a mighty big real estate and 
general improvement boom seems to have 
struck this town,” savs the Pigtcetd Banner. 
“Old m an Daggett sold ft com er lot yesterday 
for forty-two dollars, live of it cash down. Bud 
Dillon is putting up a hen-house and a new 
hack gate. Sam. Shockley has traded his place 
on the avenue for Zaek. H ill's team of black 
mules. Zed Greenough is painting his fence, 
and the widow Peevy is putting fly screens all 
over her house. Cap. Taylor sold a block on B 
street yesterday for a hundred dollars to a com­ 
pany going into the chicken incubating indus­ 
try. ‘i hiugs are looking up m iehtily, nnd if the 
IsHim keeps up this place will is* made the 
county scat this fall. Keep this hall a-rolling.” 
There arc some localities in California 
that are “ whooping u p ” booms of the 
“ Pigweed” order. They are “ booming” 
simply by raising prices and trading, one 
with the other. The real “ boom” in Cal­ 
ifornia has became the synonym, not for 
waiting, but for doing; not for mere spec­ 
ulation in futures, but in actual introduc­ 
tion of new people, new capital, new in- 
il 11-tries; in augmented production, in in­ 
creased 
improvement 
of natural 
ad­ 
vantages; in the calling in of people suffi­ 
cient to occupy the country and develo]) 
its resources. 
Now this is to Ik- done, not 
by putting up prices and shouting “ boom, ’ 
but by going down into the pocket and 
putting stored coin into undeveloped pro­ 
perty, or in sacrificing a part of property 
possessions in order to make the capabili­ 
ties of the country known and its posses­ 
sion desirable, and thus enhancing values. 
It is one thing to start a “ boom,” a very- 
different thing to command the “ boom.” 
Sacramento has started in in the right 
manner. She has formed an association to 
promote efforts to induce immigration and 
to make ready for it in such a way as 
to insure a due sl\are of the incoming tide 
settleing in her vicinity. 
U is the pur­ 
pose not to encourage advancement 
of 
values with the pencil, but to make them 
represent productive w orth; to make the 
knowledge common 
property far 
and 
wide that in this vicinity a man can make 
a comfortable living and lay by something 
for a rainy day, on a ten or twenty acre 
tract of good lan d ; to make it easy for 
the immigrant to secure such tracts; to 
make such plats ready for them b y . bring­ 
ing water to the land, by reserving and 
preparing good roads; hy securing to col­ 
onists title rights in water privileges co­ 
equal with title to the land ; by preparing 
colony tracts with reserves, tree planting 
and erection of sueii structures and attach­ 
ments as will induce and enable groups of 
new-comers to at once enter in and engage 
in productive industries. This method 
has proven its virtue in Kansas, in Color­ 
ado, in Texas, and most notably in South­ 
ern California, and in one or more places 
in Northern California. 
Sacramento lias her Immigration Associ­ 
ation doing 
what 
it 
can 
to 
adver­ 
tise this section abroad; but it has not 
enough of means. 
The demands upon it 
-xceed its capacity. 
It is needed that it 
>e given more of capital, and be permitted 
to broaden its field and double its exer­ 
tions. 
Sacramento has its Improvement 
Association that is moving in the right 
direction, and proposes to “ make ready” 
after the manner adopted so successfully 
sewhere. 
Let our neighlwrs in Central 
and N orthern 
California do 
likewise. 
There is not a northern valley or foothill 
county that has not natural advantages as 
to soil, varied and iarge product and cli­ 
mate, superior to those of any southern 
county. 
But they are comparatively little 
known abroad; there arc lint few organiza­ 
tions making ready the desirable places 
for the immigrant so anxiously desired. 
The “ boom” will pass by these places un­ 
til there is local activity in “ making 
ready 
local investment in preparing the 
way ; local doing, as well as hoping. 
There are too many rich low.iiities like 
that of which we the other day spoke, 
w here the inquirer, surprised at the lack 
of good roads, shade, water and individual 
energy, was told, “ We’re waiting for the 
boom to come.” 
It never comes to such 
eommunitic'. 
It does come where they 
plant trees, pipe in water, lay out roads, 
subdivide lands, prepare 
colony 
tracts, 
adorn home surroundings, advertise their 
seetion widely ami persistently, and make 
the country attractive l>v blotting out all 
evidences of “waiting for the boom.” 
and anxious to impart information and to 
give demonstrations. 
But the Mechanics’ 
Institute syndicate a-k the stranger to 
abandon the State and district fairs in its 
behalf, and thereafter, if time permits, to 
go into the interior and apply such in­ 
formation as he m ay have gained. 
How much broader would have been the 
public spirit of the organizers of the 
scheme if they had said : “ Wo will not 
bid against the interior societies for codmy 
exhibits; we wiil not endeavor to win ex­ 
hibitors from you; we will not hold our 
exposition v.pou your dates, for your inter­ 
ests and ours are mutual, and we will do 
nothing to dispirit you, or to lessen the 
effectiveness of your lal>ors." 
But these 
shortsighted men have said, practically: ! not 
“ ¡san L ranciseo is the -State; every one ^ sealed book now, nor was 
comes here, and here wc would prefer the 
stranger should remain.

THE SHAKESPEARE DEBATE 


The Shakespeare question is again un­ 
der debate in th e magazines and reviews, 
and the Baconian theorists are out iu 
force, for the claim that Baeou wrote tbe 
plays, and that Shakespeare—as a writer— 
was a myth. 
The latest advocate of the 
Bacon theory of authorship i' Ignatius 
Donelly, whose “ Atlantis ” a few years 
pgo brought him prominently before the 
literary and scientific world. 
The weak 
point in Mr. Donelly’s argument is the as­ 
sumption that only one well versed in the 
la v could have written of the law as did 
the. author of -Shakespeare’s plays, ft does 
follow. 
The law is by no means a 
it in the time of 
Shakespeare. 
Men who 
were ofisert- 
aut, or who had purpose in ascertaining- 


sorted itself above all others. Only a , 
master gifted by nature to highest skill ¡ 
could so well handle subjects, or so fathom j 
the springs of human motive. As a m atter ! 
of fact lawyers never have made great ! 
dramatists, and only here and there has j 
one 
so 
far 
got 
awav 
from 
the : 
rigidity of his profession as to write 
a really good acting play. So, too, of 
highly cultured men as a rule; 
they 
have not been eminently successful as au­ 
thors of dramatic works that fit into the 
grooves of acting plays. 
The few who 
have Ih'cii are to he numbered upon the 
lingers, though hundreds have produced 
dramatic resiling works that are foremost 
in literature. 
Shakespeare’s plays were 
writteu by a man familiar with the work­ 
ing stage, rude as it was in his day. 
Even 
such of the reading dramatists as were 
great were men of the world ¡ts well as 
men of letters. 
Very much is made of the 
claim that if W illiam Shakespeare wrote 
the plays he must have been a classical 
scholar. 
But this 
proceeds upon the 
assumption that it is disclosed by the plays 
that there was familiarity by the author 
with the classics. The best scholars agree 
that this is not shown by the [days. 
The 
introduction of such phrases as would 
seem to indicate the classical knowledge of 
the author, are of the kind any one could 
procure inserted, or are familiar quotations 
in which Shakespeare may himself have 
coached for the purposes of his plays.

OREGON 
DISGRACED. 


“ When the tragic news was told 
the 
town was ablaze with excitement, but the 
unanimous verdict was that this was a fine 
ending to this dreadful affair.” 
Such is the closing comment of a dis­ 
patch from Dallas, hy way of Salem, of the 
lynching in the former place, in Polk 
county, Oregon, of O. M. Keltv, the wife- 
murderer. 
If it was the unanimous ver­ 
dict of the people it proves that there 
were no men in Dallas whose respect for 
the law rises superior to their instincts of 
revenge. 
The killing of his wife was a 
brutal, unprovoked and dastardly crime by 
Keltv. 
He was certain to have suffered 
the extreme penalty of the law at its 
hands for he had no defense, and could 
have made no showing likely to have saved 
him from the full penalty of his crime. 
He was well guarded, and there was no 
likelihood of his escaping from the law of­ 
ficers. 
When an otherwise orderly com­ 
munity, therefore, substitutes violence for 
the law it confesses to its own shame. 
There have lxtcn eases where the probable 
escape of the guilty, the perversion of law 
and the corruption of its administrators 
have given quasi-justification, in a moral 
sense, to the uprising oi the people to ap­ 
ply penalties. 
But the danger of these 
extra-judicial 
jugments 
are 
apparent. 
Every lynching weakens respect for the 
law, and encourages a spirit of insubordi­ 
nation that is inore likely to do wrong 
than good. 
That Keltv was dragged from 
jail and hanged by men who claim to be 
good citizens, is a reflection upon all citi­ 
zenship in th at community, and it owes it 
to the State and to society at large to bring 
the per]>ctrators of the outrage to the bar 
of the law. W e have no faith th at this 
will lie done. 
Lynchers are seldom pun­ 
ished, and it is unlikely that they will be 
in this case. 
But until they are, Oregon 
must bear the stigma attaching to all over­ 
throw, however temporary, of the power 
of the law. 


Of tl:c tw enty-three nihilists secretly tried at 
St. Petersburg recently for eoDsuiracy, etc., 
three «ere acquitted. All the rest were found 
guilty, oi whom fifteen, two of them being 
women, were sentenced to death. The sen­ 
tences have all been com m uted, either to exile 
in Siberia or to im prisonm ent for life at hard 
labor—an exercise of m agnanim ity by which 
loyal ItussiH will, of course, be profoundly im ­ 
pressed . 
But the “ mercy ” would have been most 
richly poured out hy ordering the execu­ 
tion of these wretched victims. To Siberia 
for life and imprisonment at hard labor, 
means the damp and foulness and depth 
and misery of the mines; the knout, the 
ball and chain, the scourge, the blow of 
the sword-hilt, starvation, misery ami life­ 
long pain and suffering ami brokenness of 
spirit. 
The autocrat of all the Russias 
knew that he was inflicting the crudest of 
punishments when, posing as the merciful 
savior of the convicted from the gallows 
and the rifle, he commuted their sentences. 
“ Loyal ” Russia may be deceived, but dis­ 
loyal Russia—and it dwells in university 
halls, scientific cloisters, aristocratic man­ 
sions, the lm t of the peasant, the boudoir of 
the Princess, the household pf the Czar, the 
sanctuary of the church, the barracks, the 
field, tbe shop—disloyal Russia will store 
up against the intolerable system of per­ 
sonal rule, by grace of God and holy oil, 
these “ mercies ” against a fearful day of 
reckoning.

T h e A d d r e ss a n d D e c la r a tio n o i P r in c i­ 
p le s A d o p te d at San F r a n c ic o . 
At the mass meeting held in Saratoga 
Hall, San Francisco, on Wednesday last, at 
which Oliver Eldridge presided, the follow­ 
ing address and declaration of principles 
was read by Marcus D. ltoruck, and adop­ 
ted : 
The American party, called into exist­ 
ence to repel the invasion of dangerous en­ 
emies that threaten the safety of tbe coun­ 
try and who imperil the existence of repub­ 
lican government within its borders, makes 
no apology for its organization. It is the 
party of national defense, called upon to per­ 
form duties which through cowardice and 
indifference have been avoided by both tbe 
great historical parties of the country. The 
institutions ol our country are in danger of 
being destroyed by a class of alien people 
who are ignorant of their cost and indiffer­ 
ent to their value. They have taken violent 
possession of the ballot-box and assumed 
control and management of the political 
offices of the nation. Criminals, paupers, 
vagabonds and political adventurers are 
swarming to the country in dangerous 
numbers, till, emboldened by their strength, 
they have combined to direct and control 
our political affairs. Encouraged by rival 
political interests, anxious to secure their 
political support, thev are aided by corrupt 
practices to become electors ; zealous parti- 
zans and corrupt party Judges aid them in 
th ir criminal etfo:ts to break the laws 
in their haste to become citizens, and when 
enrolled as such they are encouraged by ri­ 
val parties to d mand posse sion of official 
positions, the duties of which they are 
mentally and morally unqualified to dis­ 
charge. To such an extent have these 
practices 
been carried 
that we 
find 
tbe 
land 
infested 
with 
an 
igno­ 
rant 
and criminal foreign 
population 
which 
has become dangerous 
to tbe 
welfare of the country, bringing ignorance 
to our judicial bench, and demoralization 
to every branch of our Government. The 
respectable, native-born American citizens, 
and the respectable and honorable class of 
intelligent, adopted foreign-born citizens 
deem it necessary to combine, for tbe pur­ 
pose of self-defense and for the preserva­ 
tion of Republican Government, into a po­ 
litical party. The first object of this party 
is patriotism : to preserve the institutions 
of the country from destruction, and to 
maintain the laws from violation by this 
incursion of European barbarians, and to 
maintain order and good government in 
the country is tbe primary object of the 
American party. 
We invite to this organ­ 
ization all intelligent and honorable men 
ol all nationalities, all religious beliefs, 
and from all parties and all sections of our 
country. This party of tbe people has no 
leaders as yet, it is an army of fighting 
men in process of organization, awaiting 
recruits in order to observe who ot the 
rank and file shall first display in action 
the genius and courage to entitle them to 
promotion from the ranks to the respon­ 
sibility and authority of command. This 
Convention is for the purpose of organiza­ 
tion and enlightenment. All honest citi­ 
zens, of whatever nationality or religion, 
who are Americans in sentiment, acknowl­ 
edging their first allegiance to the laws 
and Constitution of the Government of 
the United States, are entitled to enroll­ 
ment in its ranks, and to participation in 
all the honors and offices, except that of 
tbe President, that may come from its tri­ 
umphs and its victories. Aim ricans of 
alien birth who recognize obedience to tbe 
laws and fealty to tbe Constitution as their 
first and paramount duty, and, with honest 
purpose, have foresworn their civil allegi­ 
ance to all foreign political powers, civil and 
ecclesiastical, are entitled, in alliance with 
Americans of native birth,to rule America. 
This republican commonwealth has for the 
underlying principles of its government 
that the majority must rule. 
All citizens 
have equal voice in the enactment of laws, 
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choice of all executive and administrative 
officers. It therefore follows that all must 
yield unquestioned obedience to the laws 
so long as they are rightfully administered 
and until they are legally chaDged. 
Labor 
has no right outside of the law. Wealth 
has no prerogatives above it. The rights 
of individuals are higher than the privilege 
of classes. 
Freedom of opinion and its 
proper expression is sacred. The owner­ 
ship of property is inviolable. 
This Convention, called for the purpose 
of organizing an American party in the 
State of California, declares itself in favor 
of the following principles: 
First—All citizens of native birth, and all 
who have become citizens by adoption, who 
are of good moral character, and who are 
loyal to the Government of the United 
States of America, and obedient to the 
laws, who, as native citizens, acknowledge 
no other or higher authority than the Con­ 
stitution of the United States and the Con­ 
stitution of the State in which they reside ; 
and who. by the process of naturalization, 
have in good faith foresworn their allegi­ 
ance to every civil and ecclesiastical author­ 
ity of a foreign character, are entitled to 
become members of the American party, 
to equal participation in all of its privi­ 
leges, and to partake of all its benefits. 
Second—The American party is in favor 
of so amending the laws of immigration as 
to prevent the coming to our shores of all 
aliens who are criminals or paupers, of all 
who are not of a moral character, intel­ 
lectual capacity, and physical health to 
give assurance of their value as citizens; 
and in favor of restricting the importation 
of all laborers under contract of hire in 
any industrial or mechanical pursuit. 
Third—The American party is in favor 
of the immediate and unconditional repeal 
of all naturalization laws, reserving the 
rights of all who have in good faith de­ 
clared their intention of becoming Ameri­ 
can citizens, allowing them to complete 
their legal process of naturalization. There 
shall be no interference with our present 
non-sectarian free schools system of educa­ 
tion ; no interference by any church or re­ 
ligious organization in the politics of the 
country; there shall be no connection of 
any character w hatever between church and 
State, and all political controversies of 
whatever character, existing in other coun­ 
tries, shall not become th’’ subject of agita­ 
tion or consideration in the United States 
of America'. 
Fourth—The non-resident alien shall not 
be entitled to own lands in the United 
States, nor pet milted to receive the same 
by inheritance; and none but citizens shall 
be authorized to acquire title to any part of 
the public domain, or to tbe enjoyment, 
use, or occupancy of the same. 
Fifth—Laws shall be passed compelling 
all citizens to exercise the privilege of the 
elective franchise, providing penalties for 
the avoiding or non-performance of that 
duty. 
All labor organizations or trade 
unions outside the law, or which under­ 
takes to bring about results of an unlawful 
character, should be discountenanced, and 
by every lawful means discouraged. 
Sixth—Every American citizen is enti­ 
tled to obtain labor, or follow any indus­ 
trial pursuit, without the Interference or 
hindrance of any illegal organization, and 
every American boy or girl ¡has the right 
to be apprenticed to any trade, or to follow 
any lawful calling, without the hindrance 
or dictation of auy trade-uniou or mechan­ 
ical guild. 
Seventh—The “ boycott" is an alien and 
ciwardiy device, the growth and transplant 
of foreign soil, and shall find no favor or 
indulgence by an American party. 
The American party of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, composed of the better and higher 
elements ol American civilization, em­ 
bracing the intelligence, the moral excel­ 
lence and the patriotism of that portion of 
the American people residing in this State, 
does not think it necessary, at this petiod 
of its organization, to take issue or define 
its position upon nil questions of public 
importance that are now being considered. 
Its members must necessarily- differ upon 
many subjects now under discussion. Com­ 
ing, as they do, from both the great na­ 
tional parties, from all sections of tl e 
Union, it is proper that, as a party, tLey 
confine themselves to the expression of 
such opinions only as are necessary to d - 
fine their position, and as they deem essen­ 
tial to their distinctive political organiza­ 
tion". W ith the past differences that led to 
the civil war, tho American party lies 
nothing to do. The war is ended, and we 
are again a union of States, at peace 
with each other, having only a com­ 
mon duty, viz: To preserve our country, 
nnd all of it, from ail its enemies, foreign 
and domestic. W hether we shall become 
the part of a great national party, charged 
with the consideration of im portant na­ 
tional questions, depends upon the future, 
and upon circumstances beyond our con­ 
trol. 
We shall hold ourselves in readiness 
to become a part of the great army of na­ 
tional defense, when we are called upon to 
perform that patriotic duty, and if we are 
ever summoned to participate in the coun­ 
cils of a national American party we shall 
be prepared to do our duty. Till that time 
comes we forego expression of opinion 
upon a multitude of questions that are na­ 
tional in their character. 
There are also 
■ many questions of local importance that 
we leave in abeyance until such time as we 
are required to give expression upon them 
with a view to their jiraciieal solution. 
1 Our first necessity is organization. 
We 
; organize as Americans to assert our tight 


to home rule of America by Americans, I 
not doubting our ability to meet and deter­ 
mine any and every question, local or na­ 
tional, that may present itself for the con­ 
sideration of the party in the future. 
In 
view of the national organization that will 
be convened for the nomination of Presi­ 
dent ami Vice-President of tho United 
States, the Executive Committee shall be 
authorized to appoint delegates thereto, 
and to enroll the American part}’ of Cali­ 
fornia in the American national party of 
the United States.

Tlie G reat W ork T h ey 
llav e Accom ­ 
plished autl th e Foundations Laid. 
E d s. R ecokd-Uxion : The settlement of 
California by tbe pioneers In 184!) and 1850 
was one of those events which have pro­ 
duced as great results as almost any in 
modern times. Greece has had her Mara' 
thon, Sparta has inscribed her nam e on tlie 
immortal page of history by the patriotism 
of that Spartan band of heroes who, under 
the leadership of Leonidas, gave their lives 
in defense of the liberty of their country, 
but our early pioneers, who dared the perils 
of a pathless wilderness or doubled the ice­ 
bound shores of Cape Horn to reach the 
Golden Gate, came to plant freedom’s ban­ 
ner and lay the foundation of a great com­ 
monwealth on the shores of the Pacific. 
How well they have performed their work 
the future growth of California will tell. 
When the Convention met iu 1840 at 
Monterey, to form a State Constitution, the 
pioneer' declared that California’s escut­ 
cheon should never be stained by the adop­ 
tion of slavery. 
Many of these pioneers 
were the descendants of pilgrim ancestors, 
who would not desecrate the golden sands 
of California by the curse of slavery. 
Like 
our pilgrim lathers, these brave pioneers, 
when they launched tlieir fortunes and 
lives on the experimental wave of Califor­ 
nia's golden sands, knew not the hardships, 
sufferings and trials to which they had sub­ 
jected themselves. W e believe that no 
historical pen ean ever do them justice, nor 
language describe their privations and suf­ 
ferings while laying the foundation of 
social and civil liberty in this majestic em­ 
pire of the west. No .states of our Union at 
the present time have finer or greater pros­ 
pects of rapid growth or improvement in 
all the various industries which build up 
commercial, agricultural and manufactur­ 
ing interests. 
The early California pioneers were the 
path-finders to civilization on Pacific’s 
shores, as well as the defenders of hum an­ 
ity and the social and civil rights of our race. 
When the pioneers first saw the hills at d 
vales of California no fair vision of towi s 
and cities beautified the landscape, but its 
sylvan bowers were clothed with nature’s 
wild robes, and its citizens were mostly of 
Indian descent. We do not say but that it 
was a majestic landscape, but it was not 
dotted by cottages, universities, school- 
bouses and churches. They have been 
built and 
endowed 
by the will and 
energy of the California pioneers. They 
found California without order, and desti­ 
tute 
of 
civil

social institutions. 
W hat the State is now the pioneers have 
made it. 
They will now have the proud 
satisfaction of leaving it as a priceless herit­ 
age to the sons and daughters of the Golden 
West. We know that it is the pioneers 
beacon star of hope iu its future that to our 
children, as life’s visions are passing away 
we can confide the honor and welfare of 
this great State to their care with a full re­ 
liance in the preservation of all its im mu­ 
nities. 
W hen I read in the R e c o rd U n io n of 
the organization at Washington of a Na­ 
tional Association California Pioneers, and 
that the Pathfinder had been chosen Presi­ 
dent of the Association, I then saw a ray 
of hope that this eastern pioneer sunbeam 
would still keep alive in the nation’s 
memory the glorious record of California’s 
early p'ioneers. 
We cannot believe that 
the banner of the pioneers was ever stained 
by an mil of injnstice. 
W ithout Courts or 
laws, they were force to leave the decision 
of many cases to a tribunal known as 
Judge Lynch. 
But whether the standard 
bearer of the California pioneers was Judge 
Lynch or Judge Law, that banner always 
carried with it the smybol of justice. If a 
wrong has ever been done by this advance 
guard in civilization to rights or interests 
of any person. I believe that it was caused 
by fallible judgm ent and not through 
malice or for the purpose of revenge. 
Our early pioneers were always ready to 
aid the sick, to relieve distress, and also to 
E 
eril their lives in defense of right. There 
as never been any great work conceived 
or accomplished in t his hítate but that bears 
the impress of California's pioneers. 
In 
law, literature, in the arts and sciences, 
and on the judicial bench, and in the 
torum, there you find the California pio­ 
neers. Who was that it helped to span the 
continent with iron rails but those old 
pioneers, Stauford, Huntington. Hopkins 
and the Crockers? Who was it that spread 
the sails of commerce and opened the 
gates of the Oriental World, but our pio­ 
neer merchant princes, who now hold in 
their grasp not only the trade of the Orient 
but also the inland trade of the Facific 
coast ? In manufactures, in mechanical and 
agricultural industries it is by the pluck 
and energy of the pioneers that California 
now stands side by side with her sister 
States in all the elements which constitute 
progressive improvement.

SENSATIONAL CASE. 


Its S a d d e n E n d in g . a n d th e C o m p lete 
V in d icatio n o f a S lan d ered W om an. 
th e celebrated Cbatfieid ca>?, which has 
been on trial in Department Two of our 
Superior Court at intervals since Januarv 
last, cante to an abrupt conclusion yester­ 
day. 


The petitioner, Richard Cbatfieid, had 
closed bis case on Thursday, and the re­ 
spondent during Thursday afternoon and 
yesterday morning had put in a large 
amount of evidence, oral and documentary, 
of the title of Mrs. Am y E. Chatiield (now 
Mrs. Potter) to the valuable tract of land 
near YY’alsh's Station, the 
proceeds of 
which were the principal object of the con­ 
troversy. 
This evidence proved so con­ 
vincing that during the recess of the Court 
Richard Cbatfieid 
and one of his at­ 
torneys, Mr. Hughes, sought an inter­ 
view with Judge 
Beatty, 
one of the 
attorneys 
for 
Mrs. 
Potter, 
and 
an­ 
nounced to him that they had become 
so fully satisfied by the evidence already 
adduced, of the rightful claim of Mrs. 
Potter to the land 
and 
other 
prop­ 
erty in dispute, that they did not de­ 
sire to pursue the contest further, and pro­ 
posed, with bis consent, to take an order 
dismissing the petition 
without 
costs. 
After consulting Grove L. Johnson, an­ 
other of Mrs. Potter's attorneys, Judge 
Beatty assented to this proposition, and on 
the reassembling of the Court the order to 
dismiss was made on motion of the peti­ 
tioner. 
In making the motion to dismiss. Gen­ 
eral Hart, the leading attorney for Richard 
Chatfield, stated in substance, that his cli­ 
ent had instituted the proceeding in perfect 
good faith, relying upon the statements 
of old neighbors of his father, and that 
he 
had 
prosecuted 
the 
matter 
with 
no other objeot than to secure what he be­ 
lieved to lie his rights in his father's estate, 
and that having become convinced by the 
production of deeds and other documeuts, 
the authenticity of which could not be 
doubted, that Mrs. Potter was the rightful 
owner of the property which he had sup­ 
posed to belong to his father, he had no de­ 
sire to prolong the contest or to subject 
Mrs. Potter or her family to further trouble 
or annoyance. H e also s’tated that although 
his client had been lead by exaggerated 
and mistaken accounts of the circumstances 
attending the disappearance of his father 
in 1871, to believe that he might have been 
put out o f the way, he was now satisfied 
that the statement always made by Mrs. 
Potter that her husband’ went to Chicago 
by rail, for the purpose of going thence to 
Texas to buy cattle, was true, and that there ¡ 
was not the slightest evidence upon which * 
to charge her or any of her family with 
even an attempt to injure him . 
Judge Van Fleet, in granting the motion, 
took occasion to state that he had no doubt 
ot the entire good faith of the petitioner 
and his principal witness, Mr. YY’olfe. The 
impression upon Mr. YY’olfe s mind that 
the original deed oí’ the iand was made to 
Mr., and not Mrs. Cbatfieid, arose natur­ 
ally from the fact that Mr. Chatfield per­ 
sonally transacted the business, paving the 
money and receiving the deeds in the ab­ 
sence of his wife, and from the further fact 
that, owing to the mistake of the draughts­ 
man of the deeds, terms were used im ply­ 
ing that the grantee was a man, and not’a 
woman, and that the initials of neither 
husband nor wife were at the time known 
to Mr. YY olfe. The Judge also expressed 
his concurrence in the statement of Gen­ 
eral 
Hart, that 
the 
evidence 
clearly 
showed 
that 
H . B. Chatfield 
started 
from 
Sacramento 
to 
Chicago 
for the 
purpose o f going to Texas to buy cattle, 
and had never returned, and that there was 
not a particle of evidence worthy of a 
moment’s consideration that his wife, Mrs. 
Potter, or any ot his children had any sin­ 
ister agency in his disappearance. 
And so 
ends a sensational case, the progress and 
.pendency of which has been made the oc­ 
casion for imputing to an innocent and 
respectable woman the foulest of crimes 
and grossest of frauds. 
No blame seems to 
attach to the petitioner for the charges he 
was induced to make, and Mrs. Potter is 
really under a sort of obligation to him for 
affording her an opportunity of publicly 
meeting and putting down once and for­ 
ever the miserable slanders that have been 
nursed and disseminated for fifteen or six­ 
teen years by a set of idle and malicious 
gossips, who it is only just to the fair sex 
to say, do not wear petticoats. 


H ow to G et R id o f th e S lough a n d C h in a ­ 
tow n. 
E ds. RecoBD-UmoN: I am aware that the 
“Chiuatown and slough” question is a trite 
one, but allow me to offer a few sugges­ 
tions concerning them . 
They are grievous 
offenses to all visitors. 
“Maybe” we do not 
know how greatly offensive they are to 
newcomers. 
I was yesterday thrown into 
company with a Philadelphian, who in the 
kindest manner remarked that he did not 
understand “ why Sacramento wears her 
stabs on her face.” 
The stranger landing 
at the depot is first presented with a rear 
view of Chinatown and a sniff of the 
slough, and in heaven's name could we 
more effectually disgust him 7 It is old talk 
I know, and has been said so often that it 
has lost its effect, I fear, with our people. 
But how long are we to endure the offenses 
referred to? 
Is there no way in this land 
where the people rule to prevent a few 
greedy property-holders giving the town a 
black eye every hour of the day ? 
I think 
there is. 
I give you nty plan’ for what it 
is worth. 
To buy Chinatown is nut of the 
question : for such prices would be asked 
as would prevent the consummation. 
But 
a city may broaden any street it chooses. 
There is no authority to review such action. 
Dupont and Kearny streets, in San Fran­ 
cisco, were thus widened and converted 
from alleys into avenues. 
Now for my 
plan. 
Let the city declare its intention to 
make 1 street, from Second to Sixth or Sev­ 
enth, an avenue and boulevard extending 
the width from the north side of the street 
northerly to the alley between H and I. 
Let it subm it the proposition to the people, 
and then proceed to condemn the property. 
Its value w ill then be assessed in Court, 
and cannot be made exorbitant. 
The 
property on the south side would thus be­ 
come so valuable that Chinese could no 
longer afford to occupy it. The widened 
street could be cleaned to the water's edge, 
and a longitudinal park fenced in and 
planted to trees and grass. 
Property on H 
street, from Kecoud to Seventh, would then 
become so desirable that there would be no 
further delay in filling the slough. The 
boulevard or widened street might be de­ 
clared a market street, and a public market 
be permitted to be erected in its center, 
such as was built in the center of State 
street, Chicago. 
The privilege for such a 
market might go sem e distance in paying 
the cost of improvement. 
But market or 
no market, to widen the street is lawful, 
and it gets riii of the bntt-end of China­ 
town forever. I do not believe there would 
be 30)1 votes cast in the city against issuing 
bonds to pay lor the land and work, which 
1 do not place in excess of $75,000. 
A bet­ 
ter investment, one that will return cent 
per cent, to business and property invest­ 
ment, could not be made, and the bonds, 
at our present credit, could be sold at a 
good figure and to bear a very low rate of 
interest.

This posthumous work gains especial 
importance because of the recent bereave­ 
m ent of the nation in the death of General 
bogan. The volume, the title of which 
very fully discloses its character, is very 
handsomely illustrated, and is admirably 
printed. The memoir referred to is by 
C. A. Logan, Jr. In his prefatory note 
< ieneral Logan wrote as follows : 
These pages have been written amid the en­ 
grossing cares and o o upalion-of an official life. 
The lalior involved in their preparation has 
con-titnted a pleasant task for the writer, since 
they cover a subject which has ever been near 
Ills neart—the glories as well as the interests of 
the volunteer soldiery of America. No more 
fascinating theme than that presented by the 
citizen of the United States, when, leaving the 
pursuits of peaceful life, he arrays himself in 
the garb of a soldier and takes the field in de­ 
fense of country and principle, can be found in 
any chapter of the world's history. It is wholly 
safe to say that in his character of defender of 
right and justice, with no feature of the de­ 
spoiler and oppressor, and in his attributes of 
lofty patriotism, of uosellUh, unflinching, in­ 
flexible courage, of patience under suffering 
and of moderation under victory, and finally of 
effectiveness in the dread perils, the sudden 
surprises and the capricious results of battle, he 
lias had no laithful counterpart in any age of 
the w orld. 
Mrs. Logan, in a letter to the publishers, 
speaks of the liaste with which she per­ 
mitted the book to be issued so soon after 
the General's death as accounted for by her 
desire that the public should feel that no 
other hands than the General's had com­ 
pleted the book. General Logan was an 
enthusiast in his admiration for the citizen 
soldiery of the United States. 
Probably 
no other officer held it in higher esteem, 
and certainly no other gave it so much of 
thought and solicitous care. A book from 
such a man must partake of this enthusi­ 
asm, and be understood (o lie a warm and 
earnest eulogist of the volunteers of the 
nation. The style is strong, if not grace­ 
ful ; its vigor and positiveness is bracing ; 
its proofs are admirably marshalled, and 
its orderly, historical arrangement is ad­ 
mirable. 
The General begins with a re­ 
view of the character of the American 
citizen-soldier ; the causes that brought 
him into military history ; the forces that 
developed the volunteer' system, and the 
inherent virtues that maintain i t ; the 
prowess of the free soldier, and a com­ 
parison of his worth with the early men- 
at-arms, and the clear distinction between 
the motives actuating the two classes, lie 
then takes up the history of military edu­ 
cation in the United States, gives an ac­ 
count of the rise, growth and present con­ 
dition of the YVest Point and Annapolis 
Academies, and after exhaustive consider­ 
ation of the volunteer forces of the period 
of the Revolution, he comes down to the 
present jieriod and the soldier it develops, 
with parallel review of legislation by the 
nation that has borne for good or ill upon 
militia 
organization. 
A 
review 
of 
the 
present 
military 
system 
of the 
United 
States 
forms 
part 
second 
of the work. 
Part 
third is entitled 
" A Demand for Justice,” in which a 
strong, fervent and forcible appeal is made 
for iairer judgm ent of the citizen soldier. 
In this part he considers the questions of 
discipline, personal bravery, heroism, etc. 
Here he treats in detail of the revolution, 
the war of 1K12 and the civil war, ami con­ 
siders the characteristics of the soldiers of 
each of those periods. 
The personal sketches of naval and arm y 
volunteers, who won rank and distinction, 
run back to the period of the revolution, 
and constitute, in our opinion, the most 
interesting portion of this attractive work. 
General Logan contended for a remodeling 
of our present military system as a national 
necessity. 
W cannot pause to consider his 
plans: they should be read in detail to be 
entirely grasped. It must suffice to say 
that the deficiencies of the present system, 
pointed out in detail in the preceding 
paces.are rapidly reviewed and the military 
systems of 
other 
countries 
compared 
with ours. 
In devising a new system 
it is insisted that military education must 
h( 
ntirely divorced from politics ; entrance 
10 the army and navy to be free to all and 
ou the basis of merit’and fitness in apply­ 
ing tests lor rank and official place; all 
vestiges of class favoritism and class dis­ 
tinction must be swept away, and places of 
power and trust in army and navy be unen 
to the general competition, through merit, 
of all citizens; and finally knowledge 
must lie diffused among the people gener­ 
ally of military knowledge, “to the double 
end that they may be better prepared for 
military duties upon the outbreak of hos­ 
tilities with any adversary, and that the 
dangers arising from reposing military ed­ 
ucation solely in a small class of individ­ 
uals may be forever averted." 
The work 
is one which fills a heretofore vacant place, 
and fills it well. It is a little florid, to be 
sure, marked by some extravagance of the 
enthusiasm of a man who was so deeply 
iu earnest and so hotly anxious for the 
pre-eminence of the American soldier over 
all others that lie could not at all time 
m aintain him self in calmness. 
But it 
must not be understood that this devotion 
to his subject led his judgm ent astray. We 
believe he was sound in every conclusion 
drawn concernió, the needs of the volun­ 
teer system. 
Ts Oi e ViRf.isiA. By Thomas Nelson Page. 
Charles Scribner's Sons. Sew York; il 25. 
Mr. I’age has won an enviable reputation 
in a dialect presentation of life and thought 
in the South. He began his career by writ­ 
ing “ Marse Ubair" during the war. he 
then being a young lawyer in Richmond, 
Virginia. It appeared in magazine pages 
and won instant favor. 
His best story and 
dialect story unquestionably was 
Meh 
Lady; a Story of the War," and which, we 
believe, first appeared in “ The Ceutu-y " 
magazine. We find it in this volume, as 
also his other marked success, “Unc’ Edin 
burg's Drowndin.” The book before us is 
an example of literary art work of a pecu­ 
liar kind, illustrative of a keen insight into 
lowly natures, and great skill in character 
sketching. It is not an exalted style of art, 
to be sure ; it cannot be placed anywhere 
near the front rank ; but in its own sphere 
it is pre-eminent. The stories are fresh in 
design, novel in theme, and consummately 
artistic in the character drawing. It is very 
easy to understand how these homely tales, 
tolil for the most part iu the m ouths of 
lowly people whom slavery has impressed 
as it did no other people, have achieved 
such wide popularity. The chief value of 
the book seems to us to lie in the revelation 
it makes of the manners, customs and 
codes of a social era that is of the past, and 
which existed at a time when the South 
was distinctively a section socially set apart 
from all others, aud of the inner life of 
which time the younger readers of the day 
can only catch a faint glimpse in such 
books as this. 
Life of Henry Clay. 
By Carl Schurz; ia two 
volumes. Boston aud New York : Houghton, 
Miffiiu A Co. Sacramento; C. S. Houghton. 
The two volumes, $2 50. 
This work is of the " American States­ 
man ” series, edited by John T. Morse, Jr., 
an admirer of Clay. 
We opened the book 
anticipating from Mr. Schnrz perfectly im 
partial criticism of the statesman, since the 
distinguished foreigner, who was not of 
the time of Clay nor involved in the politi­ 
cal activities of his time, ought to have no 
prejudices ; be neither over-warmed by en­ 
thusiasm nor cooled by partisan antago­ 
nism. 
We have not been disappointed. 
Mr. Schurz has dispassionately treated his 
subject, and exhaustively. He discovers 
Clay's weaknesses of character and his 
errors of statesmanship, but does not per­ 
mit them to obscure his vision in estimat­ 
ing the lofty patriotism of the man and 
“ his grand conception of the destinies of 
his country.” 
No mere graphic story—though many 
more scholarly—was ever written than that 
of Mrs. T. B. H. Steuhouse, in " A Lite’s 
Experience in Mormonism.” She was a 
refined English woman, who with her hus­ 
band was deluded by false teachers to em­ 
brace Mormonism and remove to Utah. 
Once there polygamy fastened on the hus­ 
band, and from that time out the real wife 
led a life of torment. Her own daughter 
became a polvgamic wife, and .she was 
compelled to place her husband's baud iu 
that of a second wife younger than herself, 
and to witness then- endearing attentions to 
each other. Her story is harrowing, and is 
giren a profound interest by the simple 
m anner *f its recital, and the forcible man­ 
ner in which she reveals the trials she un­ 
derwent as a Mormon wife, believing in 
the religion, but her womanlv modesty and 
sensitiveness all the time rebelling against 
be enorm ity of polygamy. 
Finally sbe 


recanted, and the scales falling from her 
eyes, she struck out for liberty.

O ur Timekeeping.—A scientific writer 
remarks upon a problem which is attract­ 
ing to its study astronomers, namely, that 
which relates to the earth as a timekeeper. 
1 le says we measure time by dividing either 
the period which the earth revolves around 
the sun or that iu which it turns on its own 
axis—by the first method a year being 
measured and a day by the second. The 
earth, uccording to some astronomers, is 
actually losing tim e; through two causes— 
the sun’s attraction and the friction, as it is 
termed, of the tides—the earth each year is 
stated 10 revolve more slowly on its axis. 
The speculative question which is thus be­ 
ing considered and discussed is whether, in 
the end. the earth will stop its revolution 
upon its axis and will present always its 
same face to the sun—an event which, 
when it occurs, will cause perpetual day in 
one part of the earth and perpetual night 
in another. Concerning any such liability, 
however, good scientific authority declares 
that there is no occasion ior immediate 
alarm ; that is. the rate at which the earth 
is supposed to lose tim e only shortens the 
years by half a second in a century, and, as 
there are more than 31,500,000 seconds in a 
year, the earth, if it ever does thus cease to 
revolve on its axis, will not do so for more 
than ti,OOO.iWO,non vears yet to come.

when the beglerbeg rem arked; “ Good, let 
him go ; he is innocent.” I learned after­ 
ward that by raising his finger the prisoner 
meant the Judge to understand that he 
offered one tonan (about 10s) for his re­ 
lease, and had been compelled to raise the 
amount by successive bids to ten tonans 
(£5) in order to satisfy the demands of Per­ 
sian justice.

A G o o d -s iz e d R a n c h .—The Engineering 
Xeics says: The late grant by Mexico of 
30.000.oiX) acres of land to Henry P. Clif­ 
ford, of New Y’ork, and J. A. Verges, of 
San Francisco, is one of the largest ever 
made even in that region of great individ­ 
ual domains. It is a vast parallelogram 
35S miles long by 106 miles wide, and runs 
along the Sierra Madre from the United 
States boundary to the middle of the State 
of Durango. A portion of it is good land 
only awaiting irrigation to be made very 
fertile, and untold mineral treasures are 
said to simplv await development. The 
full text of the concession is not yet a'c ss- 
ible, but one of the first considerations is 
a complete survey of this region by the 
Americans, and the opening of its known 
mines within two vears. A surveying force 
of 300 men, is reported, will at once be put 
to work, and $500,000 spent for this pur­ 
pose. 
Smelters are also to be erected, 
farms and ranches opened and emigration 
invited with a view to the thorough devel­ 
opment ot the territory.

WAsriiKoTos, July 8tn.—Something of a 
sensation was created in the Treasury De­ 
partment this afternoon by the discover}' 
that a trusted official in that department 
has been guilty of a systematic attem pt to 
defraud the (iovernment. The oflicer was 
arrested yesterday afternoon at Wilkes- 
barrc as he was about to take the train for 
Washington, and his dismissal from the 
service was ordered by Secietary Fairchild 
this afternoon. His name is Oscar j . H ar­ 
vey, and he lias been employed in the de­ 
partment since June, 1885, when he was 
appointed Chief of Horse Claims of the 
Third Auditor's oflice. 
It was while he 
held this position that he perpetrated 
the 
frauds 
with 
which he is now 
charged. 
On 
the 2d of June last he 
was transferred to the head of a Division 
in the Second Comptroller’s oflice, a Di­ 
vision which has charge of claims of the 
same nature as those in the one which he 
just left. Austin H. Drown, of Indianapo­ 
lis, succeeded Harvey as Chief ol Horse 
Claims, and soon after he took charge of 
the office he discovered the frauds of which 
his predecessor had beeu guilty. These 
consisted of the passage of forty-three 
fraudulent claims for horses, aggregating 
$02,000, and the preparation of many addi 
tional cases of a similar nature which 
were under consideration in the oflice. 
In 
most cases the claims are for horses lost 
during the late war, and are presented in 
the names of officers of Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey regiments. All of the cases 
appeared to have been prosecuted by W 
Wynn, of Philadelphia, and the services of 
" J. C. Monford,” Notary Public, Philadel­ 
phia, were called inio requisition in con­ 
nection with the necessary affidavits. The 
work involved the stealing of numerous 
incriminating papéis from the files of the 
Department. 
In thirteen claims it was 
found that the signatures involving the 
names of 38 officers were forgeries. .Sub­ 
sequently it was found that the Second 
Auditor’s name had been forged in the cer 
tificates received from that office, and also 
that none of the Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey cases in which W ynn was attorney 
were entered on the records of that office. 


W H O LESA LE FO R G E R IES. 
The stamp of the mail-room in the 
Third Auditor's office and the stamp of the 
Horse Claims Division had been forged and 
the dates arranged so as to bring them 
within the limitation fixed for the filing of 
these claims. 
The stamp of the Post 
raaster-General's office was also forged 
The drafts were regularly issued, and the 
examination of such as had been returned 
as paid shows that Harvey and W ynn are 
one and the same person, and that although 
'he drafts were drawn in favor of the 
claimants of the money, with one or two 
exceptions, went directly to Harvey or 
some of his relatives. He had secured their 
payment by forging the signature of the 
payee and then indorsing the draft with 
bis own 
nauie. 
Monfort, the 
Phila 
delphia Notary Public, like W ynn, the 
attorney, was found to be a myth. .Most 
of the notaries and persons named in the 
claims are unknown to the departmeht. In 
addition to the 43 cases passed, there have 
beeu 150.000 similar cases adjusted, aggre­ 
gating $30,iXK). and there are still pending 
and unadjusted 08 cases, amounting to 
$13,600, making a total of 101 fraudulent 
cases which might eventually be paid but 
for the discovery. Harvey was brought to 
the city by the officers of the secret service, 
who have kept him under surveillance 
since he was first suspected. He asked to 
see the Secretary, and when he was in­ 
formed of the evidence against him lie 


considerable portion of the contingent fund 
which was left and which otherwise must 
have been covered into the Treasury as an 
unexpended appropriation, was devoted 
to the purchase of two new carriages for 
the use of the Dureau officers, and for new 
harness. An inquiry into the expenditure 
of the contingent fund, by Congress, will 
undoubtedly show that the noisy declama­ 
tions about “ reform ” are hypocritical, and 
that all of the horses and carriages that 
were ever in use in the Treasury are now 
in use. There is this difference, however : 
The valuable carriages which the present 
officials found there were sold at ruinous 
auction prices, and now have been replaced 
by new carriages at higher prices.

B a l tim o r e , July 8th.—The American 
says: It is understood the administration 
is playing for the admission of Utah into 
the Union.

A correspondent of the Washington .Star 
writes : “ After a delightful drive through 
a finely-wooded and well-cultivated coun­ 
try I arrived at Pohick Church, in Virginia, 
regarded with so much reverence by Amer­ 
icans, as it was here for many years that 
General Washington worshiped. The sex­ 
ton unlocked the large gate of the inclos­ 
ure. The site of the church was selected 
by Washington on account of its central 
position, and its proximity to Mount Ver­ 
non. It was begun in 1769 and finished in 
1772. The bricks were made in the countv, 
and the stone v.-as brought frcm the Isle of 
Wight. The building was G6J feet in 
length by 45 in width, and the walls were 
20 feet in height. The entire cost was A877 
sterling. The money for the payment was 
raised by taxation. The wails appear to 
have been broken, as the repairs have been 
made of new bricks. The church has an 
ancient appearance, and is very much 
larger than is usually seen in the country. 
” There are two large doors on the west­ 
ern side and one on the south side, and 
twenty-six windows. The steps are eight 
in number, built of the same stone as the 
trimmings and casements of the doors. 
The church has been thoroughly renovated. 
There are two aisles and four rows of sub­ 
stantial pews, and a beautiful chancel in­ 
closed with a semicircular railing. During 
the civil war the regiments stationed at Al­ 
exander quartered their pickets in the 
church, and the Pennsylvania and Iowa 
Union soldiers stabled their horses in it. 
The stone flagging of the aisle was torn up 
and thrown out, the pulpit and pews 
broken up aud the pieces sent as memen­ 
toes or relics to different States, to relatives 
and friends. \\ ashington’s pew met with 
tiie same treatment. The spot on which it 
stood, on the north side, is pointed out to 
visitors. The roof of the church was 
pierced with bullets: ail the plastering 
fell down: holes were chiseled out in the 
corners of the church, which had stone 
fa( ings, to find the money supposed to he 
in the sorncr-stone, and some members of 
an Iowa regiment carved their names iu 
the west-corner on the stone facing near the 
door. 
‘‘The Set of the names of the original 
vestrymen of Pohick Church was kindly 
furnished me by a Virginia gentleman of 
Accotink, t ho is quite an antiquarian aud 
had copied them from the Vestry Book of 
1772, which -Las been found during the last 
ihiee mouthc in the Slate of New York, 
yhere it had teen treasured and hid away 
by a \ irginia family. The first vestry­ 
man s name or -t-je iist was that of George 
Washington, ar.£ then followed the names 
of George Mason, of Gunston, who wrote 
the Bill of Kiyh'. cf the State ot Virginia; 
George W . Fainas, Baronet, Collector of 
tire JEing’s Cuslouui for the Potomac ; 
Alexander 
Henderson. Martin Coburn. 
Colonet Daniel McCarty, General William

n o w to P a p e r R o o m s. 
This is not a poetic subject, and is a work 
that all avoid who can, yet it has to be 
done, and often the amount is so trifling 
that many will do it themselves rather than 
bother with employing a professional. For 
such, some instructions may be useful. 
The task is not as difficult as might be 
imagined. To clean the wall with á solu­ 
tion of white glue makes a good beginning. 
In m aking the paste, add an ounce of pul­ 
verized alum to ever}’ pound ot sifted flour, 
mix smoothly with cold water and pour 
over it gently, but quickly, boiling water, 
stirring constantly. When done it should 
stand until perfectly cold. The wall should 
be smooth, and if dirty or greasy spots ap­ 
pear on it. before papering it should be 
washed 
with lye. 
The edge of the 
paper must be neatly trimmed down 
to 
the 
pattern. 
A ' long 
table 
or 
wide board 
should be provided upon 
which to lay the paper. Then all the lull 
breadths require:] for the room can be cut 
and should be matched. Always begin at 
the right-hand side and work to the left. 
Lay the breadths as cut, one on another, 
and spread the top one with paste. 
In 
pulling on Ihe wall carefully adjust the top 
to itc place, gently pressing'it with a large, 
soft cftJth, first down the middle of the 
breadth and then to the edge. W hen the 
paper ¿3 all on the border mav be lacked on 
or pasted, as desired. 
Iu selecting wail paper, even of a cheap 
quality, much good taste may be displayed. 
Striking contrasts should be avoided; 
choose noctral tints and colors that har­ 
monize with the general tone of the sur­ 
roundings. If the ceilings are low paper 
which runt perpendicularly will make 
them appear higher. Wall paper is usually 
half a yard wide aud contains eight yards 
to the roll. 
After papering a room no fire should be 
made in it (or several days or uutil eutirelv 
dry.— Jiodtrn Life.
